post of 30 per cent. ad valorem. It is 
not the province of the Reporter, nor 
is it in keeping with its editorial pol- 
icy, to discuss the purely political 
phases of tariff changes, but in view 
of the awakened interest in the pend- 
ing legislation, particularly as applied 
to the dyestuffs situation, there are 
certain facts which should be cited as 
applying to this most important phase 
of production, affecting as it does so 


vigorous protests 


many of our most important indus- 
tries. 
That the protest is not without 


weight is indicated by a dispatch to 
the Reporter from Washington which 
quotes members of the sub-committee 
of the Senate to the effect that if the 
building up of a synthetic indigo in- 
dustry in this country does not seem 
probable, then the sub-committee would 
favor returning indigo to the free list. 
The determination of this duty will 
be left till the last, and may not be 
done until this week. 

The cutting-off from our markets of 
aniline colors and the many varieties 
of coal-tar primaries and intermediates 
which had been furnished by the Ger- 
man dyestuffs cartel, left the textile 


and leather trades in this country ina 
position to welcome any suggestions as 
to the employment of hitherto neg- 
lected natural colors, or of synthetic 
colors of a similar nature. Not for 
years has there been such a studied 
attempt to secure improved results 
from logwood, and the consuls of the 
United States have reported more nat- 
ural dyestuffs as utilized in the coun- 
tries in which they have been stationed 
than ever before in the history of the 
consular service. 

The consumption—and the price—of 
natural and synthetie indigo which is, 
of necessity, imported has increased 
since the war began at a steady pace, 
and particularly since Great Britain in 
its attempt to carry on its own dye- 
ing industries following the cessation 
of German imports and the depletion

of stocks of aniline colors, raised 
prices both in the primary and second- 
ary markets, In this connection a most 
enlightening comparison is given out 
by the British authorities as to the ex- 
ports of indigo—natural and synthetic 
—from the port of London to the 
United States, from January till June, 
inclusive, of this year, when the total 
valuation reached $2,213,798 for 1916, as 
compared to but $205,126 for 1915. 

Further than this, by the latest 
available records of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce at 
Washington, the importations of nat- 
ural and synthetic indigo into this 
country in eleven months ending in 
May, 1916, from all sources amounted 
to 6,126,810 pounds, of a valuation of 
$7,200,288, and for the five months of 
this year ending in May—which are 
the latest official statistics so far com- 
piled—the value of indigo imported 
reached the amazing total of $4,039,- 
000, which establishes a precedent. 
That the largest proportionate amount 
was imported during the month of 
May is taken by government officials 
to indicate a still more remarkable to- 
tal for the fiscal year. The total im- 
ports of indigo for May reached the 
astonishing total of 925,126 pounds, as 
compared with 712,585 pounds in Janu- 
ary, 426,647 pounds in February, 405,470 
pounds in March and 473,147 pounds in 
April. The records of the bureau show 
that of the indigo thus imported dur- 
ing the five months of 1916 New York 
received $1,991,000 worth, Boston $1,839,- 
000, Philadelphia $11,000, San Francisco 
$139,000 and Seattle $59,000. 

How these values were obtained can 
be readily seen by the following com- 
parison of market prices as taken

NATURAL DECLINE IN CHEMICAL 
PRICES REGISTERED. 


For the past ten days there has been 
evidenced in the market for certain 
heavy chemicals and acids a reflection 
of existing conditions among consum- 
ers, and particularly among those in- 
dustrial plants which have been en- 
gaged in producing large quantities of 
war munitions. It hag been no secret 
among the well-informed that with the 
first decline in the placing of new con- 
tracts for certain munitions and war 
materials there would be a natural re- 
action from the high prices established 
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soon after the war exigencies had in- 
creased output and high-price sales 
in this country. The events of the 
past few days, and the record of eas- 
ing prices since January 1, simply 
bear out this contention. 

There is nothing unusual in the 
movement toward normality, the 
change has been gradual and con- 
sistent, but was given added impetus 
within a few days by the closing of 
certain industrial factories because of 
the fulfilment of contracts which were 
not renewed by foreign buyers, and 
by the scramble on the part of would- 
be sellers of speculative holdings 
which had been purchased at prices 
which made their recent sales releases 
from 50 per cent. to 100 per cent. less 
than what had been originally paid. 

Among the principal items affected 
have been sulphuric acid, 66 degrees; 
caustic soda, 74@76 per cent, in drums; 
glycerin, C. P.; carbolic acid, U. S. P. 
(phenol crystals); and bleaching pow- 
der. ~The declines in sulphuric acid 
naturally caused a sympathetic 
change in muriatic and nitric acids, 
while hundreds of related items to the 
products cited were also affected.

FLOOD OF MINERAL OILS INTO 
FOREIGN LANDS INCREASING. 





The eleven months’ figures of the ex- 
ports of mineral oils from the United 
States from June, 1915, to May, 1916, in- 
clusive, printed in detail elsewhere in 
this issue, are indicative of new high 
records in both quantity and valuation 
of such products sent from this country 
into foreign fields. Based upon the 
eleven months’ returns, the total valua- 
tion of mineral oils thus exported for 
the fiscal year ending June—data for 
which is not yet avallabe—will aggre- 
gate at least $165,000,000. Granting the 
same quantity exported in June as in 
May—in round numbers 228,000,000 gal- 
lons—the total exports in gallons for the 
fiscal year will total in excess of 2,420,- 
600,000 gallons, a new high record, as 
will be seen by an examination of the 
following records for twelve months by

It is interesting to note, moreover, 
that the amount of mineral oils exported 
for the eleven months ending in May of 
this year was 2,192,599,915 gallons, of a 
valuation of $144,819,761. This amount 
was larger than last year’s total, while 
the valuation—-for eleven months—was 
a'so larger by $12,500,000 than the total 
value of last year’s exports, and the 
largest value recorded in the past five 
years, as will be seen by the following 
comparisons for the eleven months’

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show progressive gains in the amounts 
exported and in the valuation of crude 
oil, lubricating and paraffin, naphthas 
and gasoline, residuum, gas oil and 
fuel oil, with a sharp decline in the 
exports of illuminating oil, not only 
for the month but for the three years 
cited in comparison.

eleven months periods for the past 
three years—covering the first war 
year—emphasize the change that hae 
occurred in this branch of the petrd.

LINTERS TO BE RECKONED WITH 
AS COTTON PRODUCT. 





The final report of the government 
Stating the quantity of cottonseed 
crushed and the linters obtained from 
the cotton crop of 1915, which was com- 
mented upon several weeks ago edi- 
torially by the Reporter, has been sup- 
plemented by the Census Bureau re- 
ports on the consumption of linters, 
and the price estimates of cottonseed 
for the same period as given out by 
the crop reporters of the Bureau of 
Crop Estimates. The figures in regard 
to linters for June, and for the eleven 
months ending June 30, more than 
bear out the deductions made by the 
Reporter, in regard to the more prom- 
inent position taken by linters and 
“delint” as important cottonseed prod- 
ucts, 

At that time we called attention to 
the output of “delint”—short fiber from 
the hulls removed by a second linting— 
and employed in increasing quantities 
in munitions and in paper-making be- 
cause of its cellulose content, and sug- 
gested that the final figures for 1916 
would show a tremendously increased 
consumption of technical linters, 
which, in this case, would include a 
large proportion of “delint’”’ since no 
new classification has been made. 

As was to be expected the yalue of 
both the lint and the seed from last 
year’s crop—owing to war time de- 
mand for cottonseed products, and to 
increased uses for linters through war 
time exigencies—was largely increased, 


Despite the fact that the 1915 cotton 
crop was approximately 30 per cen® 


less than that of 1914, the value includ- 
ing lint and seed to producers was 
about $794,000,000, as compared to 
$720,000,000. The value of the lint for 
the 1915 crop was approximately 
$628,000,000, as compared with $591,000,000 
in 1914; while the value of cottonseed 
is placed at $166,000,000, as compared 
with $129,000,000 for 1914. 

The record of the amount of linters 
consumed during the eleven months 
ending June 30 this year shows the un- 
precedented total of 847,539 bales, as 
compared with 362,985 bales for the 
corresponding period ending June 30, 
1915, a difference of 484,554 bales. The 
monthly reports bear this out fully, 
esince the amount of linters consumed 
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in June, 1916, totaled 68,098 bales, as 
compared with 53,903 in 1915. 

That both the producers and the 
mills have benefited through the war 
time demand is indicated by the fact 
that the average price of cottonseed to 
producers for 1915 is estimated at 
$33.60 per ton, as compared with 
$17.90, $22.40, $19.20, $25.80, respectively, 
obtained for the crops from 1914 to 
1911, inclusive.

F. J. Lind and Harry A. Hachmeister, 
of the Hachmeister-Lind Chemical Com- 
pany, the Lakeside Chemical Works, of 
Chicago, Armour Soap Works, and 
many other concerns manufacturing 
dyes, chemicals, etc., were represented 
with displays at the annual convention 
of the National Dyers and Cleaners’ As- 
seciation, at Louisville, Ky., last week. 


Reeves J. Bush, of Stroudsburg, Pa., 
has discovered a chemical substitute 
for gasoline which he claims costs less 
than the petroleum product. In a test 
on Wednesday a car driven at the rate 
of 53 miles an hour consumed a gallon 
of the substitute while covering 23.7 
miles. It is claimed that the chemicals 
turn carbon into a graphite lubricant 
and keep the motor running smoothly. 


The Mexican Petroleum Company, 
Ltd., of Delaware, and its subsidiaries, 
the Mexican Petroleum Company and 
the Huasteca Petroleum Company, re- 
port net earnings for 1915 of $2,888,101, 
as against $2,763,056 for 1914.

POTASH NON-DELIVERY 


Morris Herrmann & Co. Seek Dam- 
ages from Henry Bower Chemical 
Mfg. Co. Because of Failure to De- 
liver Yellow Prussiate of Potash 
—Defendant Pleads Exigencies of 
War Under Contract Proviso. 


A suit for damages to the amount of 
$165,400 with interest for the non-delivery 
of some 232,000 pounds of prime yellow 
prussiate of potash, under contract, is 
soon to be heard in the United States 
District Court of the Eastern District of 
Pennsylvania, the plaintiff peing Morris 


Herrman, surviving partner of the firm of 
Morris Herrmann & Co., of New York 
city, and the defendant, the Henry Bower 
Chemical Manufacturing Company, of 
Philadelphia. 


Just prior to the European war, June 
10, lyl4, the Henry Bower Company con- 
tracted with Morris Herrmann & Co, to 


deliver to the latter concern 400,000 pounds 
of prime yellow prussiate of potash, of 
Standard technical quality, in equal 
monthly installments during the year 1915, 
at a stipulated price of 11% cents a 
pound, and at the same time granted an 
option to be exercised on or before April 
1, 1915, to require the additional delivery 
of 100,000 pounds of the same prime yellow 
pressiate of potash, upon the same terms. 






All deliveries were to have been made at 
North Newark, N. J. This option was 
exercised within the stipulated time. 
jetween January 1 and July 15, 1915, 
deliveries were made to the extent of 
27 pounds, the deliveries for July ag- 
; ating less than the agreed amount. 
I'rom that time on the plaintiff declares 
ne further deliveries were made, hence 
the suit for damages to the amount of

FORMULA DISCLOSURE TEST 
CASE BRIEFS FILED 


Three Complaining Drug Houses— 


Crittenton, Planten and Fougera 
—Submit Arguments to Show 
New: York Health Board’s Pro- 


prietary Medicine Ordinance Is 
Unconstitutional, 

Awaiting only the filing of a brief by 
the New York Corporation Counsel, pre- 
senting arguments in support of the val- 
idity of the local Health Board’s formula 
disclosure ordinance, the long-deferred 
legal battle between the three local drug 
houses, which are seeking to have this 
ordinance declared unconstitutional, and 
the local Health Department authorities, 
charged with its enforcement, will be be- 
gun in earnest. As the Corporation Coun- 
sel will file his brief on August 15 and 
rejoinders will be made within the ensu- 
ing fortnight, it is presumed that a de- 
cision will be reached by the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, to which 
the case is now being submitted on a 
mutual agreement as to facts in the con- 
troversy, early in October. 

Briefs have already been filed with the 
Appellate Court by the three complain- 
ing drug houses, the Charles N. Critten- 


ton Company, H. Planten & Son and E. 
Fougera & Co., of Manhattan and 
Brovklyn, setting forth their arguments 
as to the invalidity of the ordinance, 
which requires the registration with the 
Department of Health of the names of 
the ingredients of proprietary or patent 
medicines for which therapeutic effects 


are claimed or which are plysiologically 
active or, in lieu thereof, the labeling 


of the ingredients on the containers in 
which the medicines are offered for sale. 
This ordinance, which is modeled along 


the lines of the Philippine Territory's 
formula disclosure law and which has, in 
turn, inspired similar legislation in Santo 
Domingo, which has just become effect- 
ive, is generally believed to threaten 
the continued existence of the proprietary 
medicine business throughout the United 
States, if the court permits its enforce- 
ment. 


History of Fight Against Ordinance. 


The ordinance was originally adopted on 
January 7, 1915, but after vehement pro- 
tests had been made against it by all 
branches of the drug trade in this city, 
it was amended materially on October 2, 
1915, and scheduled for enforcement after 
December 431, 1915. Regulations for its 
enforcement were promulgated last July 
and revisions of the ordinance’s provi- 
sions, which made it conform to these 
regulations, were effected as late as Feb- 
ruary 16, 1916. Following the making of 
applications for injunctions by the three 
complaining drug houses to restrain the 
carrying out of its provisions by the local 
liealth Depariment, the enforcement of 
this ordinance has been held in abeyance 
until the testing of its validity, insisted 
upon by the three local drug houses, is 
accomplished. After innumerable = ad- 
journments of hearings before the Su- 
preme Court, the case has been taken, on 
a stipulation of facts for the submission 
of agreed points on various substantive 


pleas, to the Appellate Division. This 
stipulation was filed on May 9 and it 
then became evident that the case could 
not be decided until the courts reopened 
in the fall. 


>. Fougera & Co.'s Brief. 


The brief filed on behalf of E. Fougera 
& Co., by Charles M. Russell, counsel as 
well as vice-president for that company, 
contends that the ordinance shows that 
the contemplated prosecutions for viola- 
tion must rest solely upon opinion, of- 
fering a ‘“‘fertile field for fantamsy, ex- 
perimentation, exploitation, intimidation, 
speculation and opinion,” and the ques- 
tion is asked, “‘where must the therapeu- 
tic effects be claimed, to require the in- 
gredients producing the same to be placed 
upon the container—on the bottle, om the 
wrapper, in the literature accompanying 
the proprietary, in other literature having 
10 relation with the proposed individual 
olding, selling or giving away, on the 
illboards, on the car cards, in the maga- 
ines, on the theatre programs, on the 
ovie films, in the advertisements in the

rork city?’ Further this brief says there 
ne limit to the application of the ordi- 
and, being limitless, it is equally 


No Existing Standards for Thera- 
peutic Values. 


As a second point, which strengthens 
the first contention, it is maintained that 
a manufacturer, importer or dealer can- 
not be legally punished under the govern- 
ing sections of the sanitary code for 
fuiling to disclose the therapeutic or 
physiological effects of an ingredient of 
a patent medicine, which the Health De- 
partment or any of its officials determines 
to be omitted, as the ordinance estab- 
lishes no standard therefore; nor is there 
an established standard erected by cus- 
tom or otherwise; nor any authority in 
the ordinance, or the Board of Health, 
to delegate to any board or individual 
the power to create or adopt such a stand- 
ard, 

Ordinance Too Indefinite. 


It is further submitted in this Fougera 
brief that the regulations of the ordi- 
mance are so indefinite as to allow an 
interpretation making harmless acts crim- 
inal, the employing of unnecessary means, 
inviting and allowing maladministration 
and the placing of unusual and unneces- 
sary restrictions upon lawful occupations. 
The absence of anything to show the 
necessity of such regulations based on 
imminent public danger is also submitted. 
It is further contended that the ordinance 
and its regulations are invalid as they 
have no reasonable relation to the public 
health or welfare and that merely munic- 
ipal authority is made by them to contra- 





vene the exclusive jurisdiction of Con- 
gress, 

This brief also quotes from the dis- 
senting opinion rendered by a justice now 
sitting in the Appellate Court, in a case 
in which a public health statute was 


under consideration, in which this jurist 
contended that it is always necessary 
“for tne court to carefully scrutinize 


those measures which infringe upon con- 
stitutional rights, relying in the unusual 
elasticity afforded to measures alleged to 
have been enacted in the interest of the 
public health.” In this opinion, it was 
stated:—‘However commendable the ob- 
ject sought to be attained, no law can 
be sustained ‘‘which violates the funda- 
mental statutory provision that no person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law.’ ”’ Further 


in this opinion, the brief contends that 
the principle is laid down that ‘“‘what 
may be done under the authority of a 


Siatute,”’ and even more so in the case of 


an ordinance, “rather than what has been 
done thereunder, determines its constitu- 
tionality’’ and also quotes the jurist as 
Saying: “For, when the validity of an act 
is under consideration the Court must 
‘consider not only what has been done 
under the law in the particular instance, 
but what may be done under and by vir-

_It is also contended in this brief, as a 
fundamental point that the ordinance 
and its regulations are in violation of the 
fourteenth amendment of the Federal 
Constitution in that they deny to the 
plaintiffs the equal protection of the laws 
by discriminating against the manufac- 
turer in favor of a physician who is per- 
mitted to authorize the sale of such 
medicines unconditionally. 





As a third point, it is especially con- 
tended that the ordinance and regula- 
tions are in violation of the New York 


State Constitution, in compelling Herman 
Rolff Planten, operating under the name 
of H. Planten & Son, to be a witness 
against himself as a condition precedent 
to selling one of the foreign-made pro- 


prietary medicines, for which he holds 
a manufacturing rights in this 
city. 


This brief also asserts that the ordif- 
nance and its regulations violate the Fed- 
eral Constitution by constituting undue 
interference with interstate commerce: 
further that the ordinance would make 
Herman Rolff Planten liable to those 
from whom the secret of compounding 
the proprietary medicines in question had 
been purchased, if he is compelled to 
disclose the ingredients of this medicine, 
and, lastly, that the ordinance is in con- 


flict with the national food and drugs 
act.

NO STATEMENT YET AS 
TO DEUTSCHLAND CARGO 


Dyestuffs Details Still Hidden in 
Maze of Official Mystery—Local 
Firms Who Expected Products No 
Wiser Than the Public. 


AMOUNT STANDS AT 280 TONS, 
AS REPORTER FIRST STATED 


The detailed manifests of the dyestuffs 
cargo of the German submersible 
Deutschland are still hidden as deeply 
as if a part of the cargo ot the sister 
subsea brockade-runner Bremen for the 
past ten days expected to occupy a berth 
in Baltimore next to that held by the 
loaded 


Deutschland The latter was 
and ready for sea by the middle of last 
week. 


During the week there have been col- 
umns of conjecture printed as to what 
may be expected from the first cargo to 
reach this country by the submarine 
route, but no real facts have been added 
to the details of number of cases, weight 
and probable make-up of the cargo given 
in the last issue of the Reporter, 

Even the members of the five New York 
firms to whom some of the aniline colors 
were said to have been consigned do not 
agree as to the component parts of the 
cargo, some declaring that only the rarest 
and most valuable of the products of Ger- 
man dve laboratories had been sent, 
while others were equally positive that 
included in the cargo were dyes now he- 
ing made in this country. Almost with- 
out exception they did admit that their 
expectations in regard to the size of the 
cargo—at first stated to have been 750 
tons, but placed at 289 tons by the Report- 
er—would not be realized. 

This secrecy on the part of the local 
agents of the German dyestuffs industry— 
who under normal conditions would have 
handled this material—is no more marked 
than the veil of discretion that has been 
drawn about the Baltimore custom house. 
In order to carry out the appearance of 
strict neutrality—i e., secrecy—that 
branch of the government service has 
shut down the lid as to manifests of all 
general cargoes for a month after a ship 
sails, so that even the exports from Bal- 
timore are not obtainable until four weeks 
have elapsed after a ship departs. This, 
of course, will keep the details of the 
Deutschland’s return cargo hidden until 
after she has made her home port—al- 
ways provided she escapes the steel nets 
and the aeroplanes and the other warlike 
impediments to be employed by the Brit- 
ish patrol ships.

New York Firms Blacklisted by 
British Government in “Defense 
of Realm.” 


The British announcement that it has 
“blacklisted’’ 82 American individuals and 
business houses under the ‘Trading with 
the Enemy” Act, and with which any 
British subject is forbidden to trade, has 
brought forth an energetic protest from 
President Wilson as imposing illegal re- 
strictions upon American trade. While 
such listing—heretofore applied to firms 
with a habitat in Great Britain—is nomi- 
nally for the purpose of preventing Brit- 
ish subjects from trading with the firms 
so designated, the actual effect of the 
policy has been shown to prevent black- 
listed firms in neutral countries from en- 
gaging in foreign trade, not only because 
of inability to secure bottoms upon which 
to transport merchandise, but also 
through inability to obtain necessary 
banking facilities.

Prof. H. L. Bolley Fully Exonerated 
on All Charges Brought 
Against Him. 


What were generally conceded to be 
politically inspired charges against the 
professional and scientific standing of 
Prof. H. I. Bolley, botanist and State 
Seed Commissioner of North Dakota, and 
dean of biology in the North Dakota 
Agricultural College, have been investi- 
gated and refuted by a committee of the 
board of regents of that institution, as 
well as by a committee appointed by 
Professor Ladd, president of the college.

Senate Conferees Agree on Details $2,000,000 Nitrogen Fixation Com- 


of Cottonseed Statistics Measure. 
Washington, July 21, 1916. 

The conferees on H. R. 4767, authoriz- 
ing the Director of the Census to collect 
and publish statistics of cottonseed and 
cottonseed products have agreed by ac- 
cepting all but one of the Senate amend- 
ments. These amendments provide for 
statistics of quantities of refined as well 
as crude cottonseed oil held by refiners, 
by brokers, exporters and warehouse men 
engaged in handling these products. 

Another Senate amendment agreed to 
directs the Director of the Census to col- 
lect and publish statistics of raw and 
prepared cotton linters, cotton waste and 
hull tiber consumed in the manufacture 
of gun cotton and explosives of all kinds 
and of absorbent and medicated cotton 
during the calendar year 1915 and quar- 
terly thereafter and the quantity held in 
such establishments at the end of each 
quarter. These statistics are in addition 
to those now collected in compliance with

$10,000 Appropriation Asked for 
Naval Stores Handling Inves- 


tigation. 
Washington, July 21, 1916. 

The conferees on the agriculture appro- 
priation bill have agreed upon an appro- 
priation of $10,000 for investigating the 
grading, weighing, handling snd _ trans- 
portation of naval stores, the preparation 
of definite type samples thereof, and for 
the demonstration of improved methods 
or processes of preparing naval stores in 
co-operation with individuals and com- 
panies, including the employment of nec- 
essary persons in the city of Washing- 
ton and elsewhere. This paragraph was 
placed in the agricultural appropriation 
bill in the House and other separate 
bills to accomplish this purpose have been 
taken from the caléndar. The House pro- 
vided for grading, weighing and handling 
of naval stores, the Senate making the 
additional provision that the investigation 
should cover transportation which has 
been accepted by the House conferees. 


pany Building Plant in Pyrenees. 


Chemical industries in Spain are great- 
ly favored by the fact that the country 
furnishes nearly all the necessary raw 
material, but they have not been suftici- 
ently exploited, and at present a need of 
finished chemical products is felt. The 
greater part of the carbureted calcium 
is produced in Catalonia, and a large 
plant for its manufacture is being built 
in Gerona. There are factories produc- 
ing relatively small quantities of sul- 
phurie acid, carbonic acid, oxygen, etc., 
and there is a noticeable tendency for 
such industries to concentrate in Barce- 
lona. Turpentine is produced to some 
extent there and has already become an 
article of export. There is considerable 
tartaric acid derived in wine making, 
2,518 metric tons being exported im 1914, 
over half going to England and 100 tons 
to the United States. 

Among the chemical manufacturing 
cotnpanies one is at Gijon, in Asturias, 
making mineral fertilizers as well as ex- 
plosives, and another at Besaya. A fac- 
tory for carbonate of soda recently opened 
at Torrelavega, near Santander, is easily 
capable of producing about 30,000 tons of 
this chemical a year. A company with a 
a capital of $2,160,000 is constructing a 
plant near Lerida for obtaining nitrates 
from the air, endeavoring to render Span- 
ish agriculture independent of imported 
nitrates and to make, as a secondary prod- 
uct, nitric acid for scientific and indus- 
trial use. This plant is in the Pyrenees, 
where the immense water power that ex- 
ists has influenced Catalan manufacture 
in a marked degree. The olive oil of the 
district has contributed to the establish- 
ment of a number of soap factories, which 
produce usuaily the ordinary grades, the 
finer qualities being largely imported. 

Pharmaceutical products, photographic 
supplies, and many finished chemicals 
employed in manufacture are imported. 
There are three factories in Catalonia 
producing aniline colors, also ink and 
varnish, but not of sufficient output to 
supply the present domestic demand.

WAR DEPARTMENT YET TO DE- 
CIDE ON FIXATION. 





No Site for Government Plant Chosen 
Because Officials Have Not Select- 
ed Process for Obtaining Nitrogen 
for Fertilizer and for Munitions. 


Washington, July 21, 1916. 


The claim advanced by Senator Under- 
wood for Muscle Shoals, Tenn., as the 
most available site for the first govern- 
ment nitrogen fixation plant, is based 
on the fact that it is the greatest source 
of water power wholly within the United 
States, its only rival being Niagara, which 
is not to be considered because of its bor- 
der location, 

At the War Department it is believed 
that there will be from 20 to 230 locations 
put furward with more or less important 
reasons for the selection of each of them, 
At this time, however, the information 
is very meagre as to available sites and 
nothing definite will be learned until the 
War Department shall have settled upon 
the system of nitrogen collection which 
shall be most economical. Should the by- 
products plan be considered a site will 
be selected, of necessity, in one of the 
great coal fields, 


“Drop in Bucket.’ Says Smithsonian. 


A report recently issued by the Smith- 
sonian Imstitution points out that the 
$20,000,000 government nitrate plant re- 
cently authorized by Congress will be only 
a “drop in the bucket” towards meeting 
the military and agricultural needs of 
the United States for an independent 
seurce of cheaper nitric acid for manu- 
facture of explosives and ammonia for 
farm fertilizers. Referring to the appro- 
priation for the government plant, the 
Smithsonian Institution report says:— 

If the entire sum were to be put into power- 
site development it would furnish somewhere 
around 150,000 horsepower, capable of yielding 
in the neighborhood of 50,000 tons of nitric 
acid, or about one-fourth the estimated mili- 
tary emergency requirement alone: and at 
that, the entire cost of plant installation, run- 
ning into the millions of dollars, would have to 
be additional. To satisfy government esti- 
mates of around 200,000 ton wartime require- 
ments would entail a power generation of 
around 600,000 herse-power, or some 50,000 
more than the entire Niagara power develop- 
ment. Such a project would cost around 
$80,000,000 to eventuate, and in its operation 
curing peace times as an agricultural proposi- 
tion in competition with other sources would 
necessitate an annual subsidy running into 
the millions of dollars, without offering a sin- 
gle advantage excepting as a preparedness 
measure, 

Members of Congress, army officers and 
others familiar with this situation are 
urging that, even if the government ni- 
trate plant fulfills all the hopes of its 
sponsors, it will be inadequate to the 
country’s needs as furnishing a substitute 
for only a small part of the more than 
(00,00 tons of nitrate of soda we are this 
year importing from Chile for military, 
agricuitural and industrial uses. It is re- 
ported that the production of ammonia 
as a by-product of the coking of coal, 
by improved methods, is being largely In- 
creased. With the completion of by-prod- 
uct coking ovens now being built, it is 
said that this production will amount to 
40,000 tons of ammonia a year. If all 
the ammonia in all the coal used in cok- 
ing were saved, however, this source 
weuld produce only about 700,000 tons a 
year of ammonia, and no practicable way 
has yet been found for conv@rting this 
by-product ammonia into nitric acid for 
manufacture of explosives, its use being 
confined to agricultural and industrial 
utilization, 


Water Power Development a Solu- 
tion. 


lt appears from the Smithsonian report 
that the only present hope for an abund- 
ant supply of cheap nitric acid and am- 
monia, which will make the United States 
independent of foreign supply in case of 
war, and will reduce the price of fertil- 
izers so that American farmers can af- 
ford to use them to increase their crop 
yield, lies in the development of water 
power. 

Announcements made in Congress dur- 
ing the debate on the army bill, to the 
effect that a new process had been per- 
fected for fixing atmospheric nitrogen 
without the use of electricity in large 
units, are refuted by the Smithsonian re- 
pert. Referring to the Haber process, 
which several congressmen insisted had 
been adopted in Germany for nitric acid 
production to the elimination of water 
power, the report says:— 

The (Haber) process does not make the high 
demands on electrical power required by the 
other processes of atmospheric nitrogen fixa- 
tion in use, but involves technical difficulties 
in the way of manipulation which have pre- 
vented the proportionate extension of its use, 
even in Germany under present exigencies. No 
opportunity for an analysis of comparative 
costs is available, but the fact that the use 
of the process has not been extended propor- 
tionately even in Germany, where cheap skilled 
laber and military exigency have combined to 
give it every advantage over conditions in this 
country, may well be taken as evidence that 
the process has not yet been perfected to a 
point where it is able to qualify final con- 
sideration,

Patent Medicine Registration Law 


Enforced in Santo Domingo. 


The law governing the importation of 
pharmaceutical products into the Domin- 
ican Republic, which it appears has only 
receitly been enforced, requires that all 
specifics shall be registered by the Supe- 
rior Council of the Medical Board, the reg- 
istration fee being $20 for preparations not 
patented and $10 for patent medicines. 
According to a report from American 
Minister William W. Russell, Santo Do- 
mingv, dated March 27, 1916, the Medical 
Board has now agreed to consider prép- 
arations guaranteed by the United States 
food and drug law of June 30, 1906, as 
patented, and such products will be reg- 
istered upon the payment of the mini- 
mum fee. Simple medicinal products, not 
compounds, are not subject to the provi- 
sions of the Dominican registration law.

INDIGO AND COAL-TAR MEDICINALS 


MOOT POINTS IN NEW REVENUE BILL 





Senate Sub-Committee on Finance May Return Indigo to 
Free List if Not Satisfied New Industry Will Be Created 
by Duty Impost—Hearings Completed and Report Will 


Be Framed This Week. 





CONFEREES WILL PROBABLY FAVOR 
COAL-TAR MEDICINAL PROTECTION. 


Following the hearings this week by the 
Senate Sub-committee on Finance on the 
various provisions of the dyestuffs sec- 
tion of the new tariff bill, and the re- 
lated subject of possible protection for 
coal-tar medicinals, heretofore manufac- 
tured and controlled by German cartels, 
it can be announced that:— 


The hearings on these sections 
have been completed and the sub- 
committee will begin framing its 
report to the majority of the com- 
mittee on Monday. 

The members of the sub-commit- 
tee are freely expressing their be- 
lief that, unless they can be con- 
vinced that the provision of a 30 
per cent. ad valorem duty on in- 
digo—or even 35 per cent.—will re- 
sult in the creation of an Ameri- 
can synthetic indigo industry, they 
will favor returning indigo to the 
free list where it has remained for 
30 years. 

The sub-committee is favorable to 
the same treatment of the coal- 
tar medicinals in the matter of 
tariff protection as is to be afforded 
eoal-tar dyestuffs, the two indus- 
tries being ‘‘on all fours” in their 
claims for protection. 


These results have been effected as a 
result of daily hearings at which repre- 
sentatives of the textile industries, and 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers of Medicinal Products have ap- 
peared, detailed reports of which being 
given herewith. 


Indigo May Be Returned to Free 
List if Duty Impost Is In- 
sufficient. 


Washington, July 21, 1916. 


Hearings on the dyestuffs sections of 
the eo bill before the Senate Sub- 
committee on Finance will be closed on 
Monday, at which time the members will 
begin framing their report to the Demo- 
cratic majority. 

it is stated that the sub-committee will 
either increase the tariff on indigo, so 
as to give it more adequate protection, 
or if convinced the industry of making 
artificial indigo could not be built up in 
this country, then the sub-committee 
would favor putting that article on the 
free list. If the committee can be made 
to believe that an indigo industry is pos- 
sible in the United States and that men 
here are willing to attempt to develop 
such an industry, the members are ready 
to assist in making a trial, but if indigo 
industry is out of the question the sub- 
committee sees no reason why the pres- 
ent law should be changed, and are in- 
clined to concede to the plea of Caesar 
Cone, of North Carolina, and others who 
proclaim indigo as a poor man’s dye that 
should be allowed to enter the country 
entirely free of duty. However, the de- 
termination of this duty may not be de- 
cided upon before next week. 

Dr. William Beckers, Henry Wiggles- 
worth, of the General Chemical Company; 
D. F. Waters, of the Master Dyers’ Assc- 
ciation, and Secretary Corwine, of the 
Clothiers’ Association, appeared hefore 
the sub-committee in the interest of pro- 
tection en indige. The testimony of these 
representatives of the industry was di- 
rectly opposed to that given by Mr. Beall. 
They claimed that 30 per cent. ad valorem 
was not sufficient a tax to permit this 
industry to be built up, and that the ad- 
ditional five cents per pound specific duty 
would be necessary to encourage the in- 
dustry. 

If this protection is not given, they 
said, the German dye monopoly will strike 
down this industry as soon as the war is 
over. They aiso explained to the com- 
mittee that the provision for exempting 
from duty ‘‘all other distillates which on 
being subject to distillation yield less than 
five per centum of tar acids in the por- 
tion distilling below 200 degrees centi- 
grade’ would be impossible of enforce- 
ment because it would be practically im- 
possible to determine this five per centum 
test. In this view some of the govern- 
ment experts are in entire accord with 
these representatives of the industry. 








Duty on Indigo Protested by Largest 


Consumer in This Country. 


Washington, July 21, 1916. 


The first energetic protest against the 
provisions of the new omnibus revenue 
bill, which has passed the House, and is 
new before the Senate Committee on 
Finance and its sub-committees, related 
to the dyestuffs provisions of the bill, and 
particularly to section 400, group III, 
which takes indigo, natural and syn- 
thetic, from the free list where it has re- 
mained for 30 years, and places it upon 
the dutiable list with an impost of 30 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

It was brought home to the sub-com- 


mittee, Senators Stone, Thomas and 
Hughes, that indigo is not produced com- 
mercially in the United States, and ac- 
cording to available information no 
American manufactured indigo has been 
sold. Those who ask that a duty be 
placed On indigo in order to encourage 
them in the establishment of such an in- 
dustry only promise an output that will 
take care of a small part of the con- 
sumption of the United States, possibly 
10 per cent. In this connection the at- 
tention of the committee was called to 
the fact that the world’s production of 
indigo is consumed largely outside of the 
United States, the United States using 
approximately 15 per cent., while China 
a Japan alone take more than & per 
cent. 


Large Consumers the Protestants, 


The protest was made by T. S. Beall, 
who represented the Proximity Manufac- 
turing Company, of North Carolina—op- 
erating the White Oak Mills there—which 
company during the last normal year 
prior to the war—1913—used 1,350,459 
pounds of synthetic indigo. This amount 
was between one-fifth and one-fourth of 
the total consumption of indigo by the 
United States. 


In his statement to the committee, Mr. 
Beall said that of the total imports of 
indigo less than 5 per cent. are used for 
wool, the remaining 95 per cent. being 
employed in the production of cotton fab- 
rics, used almost exclusively for work- 
ingmen’s garments and for women’s dress 
fabrics. He continued:— 


Indigo is the only satisfactory dyestuff for 
this purpose which has been found. 

The United States leads the world -today in 
the production of cheap colored cotton goods. 
One of the principal reasons for this is that 
by reason of the fact that the dyestuffs enter- 
ing into such goods have been on the free 
list, and available to the manufacturere in 
this country on the same basis as they are 
obtained by manufacturers in other countries, 
as Pmgiand and France. 

Our contract for indigo contains the follow- 
ing provision:— 

The above price is understood to be 
based upon existing fiscal conditions. If 
during the currency of this contract a 
duty should be imposed upon any mer- 
chandise above described, or if any ex- 
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isting duty should be increased or dimin- 
ished, the price shall be correspondingly 
advanced or reduced from the date 
when the said duty comes into operation. 
If the amount of the duty should be 
changed the buyer shall pay or receive 
in dutiable funds any difference from 
the present rates. The buyer shall pay 
any additional duty caused by advance 
in market value. 


This proposed duty of 30 per cent., therefore, 
must fall directly upon the manufacturer, or 
indirectly upon the ultimate consumer—the 


workingman. 


No American Indigo Industry. 


We are therefore confronted with this con- 
dition :—Congress is asked to take indigo from 
the free list and place a duty of 30 per cent. 
upon it, when there is no American indigo 
industry, and even if such an industry be 
established, we would be required to pay the 
duty on 90 per cent. of our consumption com- 
ing from abroad, in order to protect the 10 
per cent. manufactured in the United States. 

On account of the fact that natural and syn- 
thetic alizarin and dyes obtained from alizarin, 
anthracene and carbazol; and natural and syn- 
thetic indigo and ali indigoids, whether or not 
obtained from indigo, are cheap dyes, they 
are excepted from the special tax of 5 cents 
per pound provided in the first paragraph of 
section 401. The fairness of this exception is 
seen when it is noted that many of the other 
dyestuffs sell from $1 to $5 a pound, and the 
addition of 5 cents a pound to such articles 
would be insignificant, but in the case of 
indigo which normally sold for 15 cents a 
pound (1913), such specific duty would amount 
to almost 3514 per cent, 

We understand that the purpose of the Ways 
and Means Committee in taking indigo and 
certain other of the cheaper colors from the 
list and making them a part of the dutiable 
list was to encourage the establishment of an 
industry for their manufacture in the United 
States. In the event of the failure of the 
establishment of such an industry, the reason 
for the duty would cease to exist, and we re- 
spectfully submit that the second paragraph 
of section 401 should be amended by adding:— 


Suggested Amendment to Bill. 


“And natural and synthetic alizarin 
and dyes obtained from alizarin, an- 
thracene and carbazol; and natural and 
synthetic indigo and all _ indigoids, 
whether or not obtained from indigo 
shall be returned to the free list and 
shall be exempt from duty.’’ 

This suggestion is made upon the idea that 
your committee shall be determined to impose 
a duty upon indigo, 

‘We have reached the conclusion that the 
taking of indigo from the free list and placing 
it upon the duitable list will result in increas- 
ing the cost of the production of cotton fabrics 
used almost entirely by a class of people least 
able to afford the advance. 


Protection for Coal-Tar Medicinals 


Favored by Senate Sub-Committee. 


Washington, July 21, 1916. 
Following the daily hearings by the 


Senaie Sub-committee on Finance, in- 
formation received from members of the 
committee points to their probable favor- 
able report upon the contention of the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
of Medicinal Products, in effect that such 
products made from coal tar should re- 
ceive the same consideration in the matter 
of protection under the new revenue bill 
as the aniline dyestuffs industry, also de- 
pendiiug upon coal tar. The sub-commit- 
tee let it be understood that they con- 
sidered both industries equally on a par- 
ity in their claims for protection. 





UNITED STATES IN BEST POSITION YET 
HELD TO BUILD A DYESTUFFS INDUSTRY 


SAYS DR. HESSE. 





Dr. Bernhard C. Hesse, president of the 
American Chemical Society, and one of 
the best-known experts on coal-tar dye- 
stuffs in this country, reviewed the dye- 
stuffs industry in this country before the 
Dress Fabrics Buyers’ Association at the 
Waldorf-Astoria last week, taking the 
position that this country is in a better 
position than ever before in regard to the 
production of dyestuffs. Lack of space 
forbids an extended report of Dr. Hesse’s 
remarks, but the following paragraphs 
will be found of particular interest:— 


For the past twenty years or thereabouts the 
United States has had within its borders a sup- 
ply of coal tar materials of suitable quality 
and in sufficient amount to produce all of its 
own requirements of coal tar dyes if it so chose 
to use them; for the same period of time it has 
had domestic access to substantially ail the 
needful other or auxiliary chemicals except 
sodium nitrate, in which respect it was de- 
pendent upon Chile, and in that regard it was 
in the same position as practically every other 
nation; today we are in most favorable posi- 
tion in this respect. So far as men, experience 
and equipment are concerned, we are now in 
better condition than ever before. 

From the comparatively small number of 
dyes which constituted the coal tar dye industry 
of 1874, say fifty different dyes, this industry 
has now grown to more than 900 different dyes, 
involving more than 300 other chemical prod- 
ucts, themselves not dyes, but needful in the 
making of the dyes proper. The activities that 
led to the development of the dye industry 
brought with them phenomenal developments in 
synthetic medicinal and pharmaceutical prod- 
ucts, synthetic perfumes, photographic chem- 
icals, explosives, disinfectants and means of 
scientific study and investigation which were 
not fureseeable a half century ago. 

In 19183 Germary had twenty-two going con- 
cecns making coal tar dyes; these are the sur- 
vivors among thirty-nine concerns, of which 
eleven were abandoned and six absorbed. 

The latest figures available for Germany’s 
export business in normal times are those for 
1913; in that year Germany exported 120,000 
short tons of dyes, having a declared export 
value of $51,640,000, or $430 per ton, or 21.5c. 
per pound; in the same year Germany exported 
“‘intermediates’’ to the extent of 22,000 short 
tons cf a declared export value of $4,310,000, or 
$196 per short ton, or 9.8c. per pound. 

In the mass these are stupendous figures, to- 
taling 142,000 short tons and $55,950,000, or an 
average value of $394 per ton, or 19.5c. per 
pound. On closer inspection it will be found 
that for the more than 1,200 things that have 
to be made, this means an average of not more 
than 118 tons per year, or $46,625 per year per 
product for the entire world outside of Ger- 
many; at 300 days per year this means on the 


average not more than 790 pounds, or $155 per 
day per product for the entire world outside of 
Germany. 


Dr. Hesse then entered into an ex- 
haustive study of preposed dyestuff legis- 
Jation, contrasting the Underwood-Kitchin 
aud the Hill measures, speaking strongly 
in favor of the latter bill as best adapted 
to meet the demands of the nation. He 
concluded as tollows:— 


Had we had a golng dye industry in this coun- 
try at the end of the 90's or early this century, 
there is every reason to believe that we, too, 
would have been successful makers of the so- 
called vat-dyes that make the wonderfully 
fast modern shades and would have had a 
substantial share in the making of all the 
other dyes and their intermediates and prog- 
enies, 

The longer we delay getting this industry 
the more difficult the task will become. Shall 
we continue to sit by, let others do the work 
and reap the benefit and continue to be de- 
pendent upon others for all these things which 
are bound to become more numerous and more 
ramified than ever? There is no question that 
we can, if we will, make just as good quali- 
ties as any one; we cannot do it unless we have 
the opportunity to acquire the experience; shall 
we continue to be denied the opportunity or 
does the nation want these things and actually 
want them earnestly enough to face the situa- 
tion and pay the price without quibble and 
without habble? 

Great as has been our domestic progress in 
the past two years we cannot hope to keep 
it all without substantial economic help; to 
think that we will lose it all even without 
added help has no foundation in reason. With- 
out help, and real help at that, we will con- 
tinue to have, in normal times, an industry 
which is far from complete and self-sustaining 
and self-developing and bound to be a disap- 
pointment in time of stress and trial. 

The Hill bill rates are those that domestic 
dye makers say are absolutely necessary to 
achieve this independence; the dye users from 
1882 to 1913 have deliberately and successfully 
played right into the ‘hands of foreign dye 
makers and against domestic dye makers, and 
there is every reason to believe that they have 
not yet entirely overcome that habit. The 
Kitchin bill is the Hill bill pared down, cut 
down and haim-strung solely In the interest of 
dye users; such quibbling, haggling and cheese- 
paring do not square with common sense nor 
sincerity, nor with fair dealing toward the 
dye makers, who will have to carry the load. 
Even if, in years to come, the Hill bill should 
allow the existence of ‘tariff robbers,’ we 
ean cross that bridge when we get to it. The 
first thing to do is to get the industry; we can 
then iake care of ‘‘tariff robbers,’’ if and 
when there are any, if we want to. 

The future of the coal tar, chemical and al- 
lied industries is brighter and fuller of promise 
than ever: its future in this country lies in our 
a hands, to make or to mar. Which will we 
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John FF. Queeny, of the Monsanto Chem- 
ical Works, St. Louis, appeared before 
the sub-committee and joined with the 
N. A. M. M. P, in claiming that medic- 
inal products manufactured from coal- 
tar products would have to receive pro- 
tection or they could not be sold in com- 
petition with imported goods. The Mal- 
linchrodt Chemical Company and the 
Heyden Chemical Works, of Garfield, N. 
J., were also included among those urg- 
ing the inclusion of medicinal and flav- 
+ coal-tar chemicals in the revenue 
vi 


The arguments advanced may be 
summed up in the words of Levi Cooke, 


who represented the Heyden Chemical 
Works :— 


The present European war has shown that 
the production of coal-tar medicines and 
flavors in this country Is still entirely in- 
sufficient to supply the demand. The scar- 
city in these urticles is as great as that of 
coal-tar dyes, and the prices for articles not 
manufactured here have increased many 
fold, Intermediate materials for those al- 
ready manufactured here have been shut 
off by the war and manufacture hindered 
or substantially stopped in the sense of 
American production of those intermediates. 

The effect of not including medicinals and 
flavors in H. R. 16763, in the same way that 
dyestuffs and other coal-tar products are 
included, is actua!ly to put the American 
manufacture of these products in worse 
plight than before, because intermediates 
are given rates in the dyestuff schedule ap- 
proximately equal to or greater than present 
duties on the finished medicines and 
flavors, 

Among the articles cited as manufac- 
tured from taxed intermediates under the 
bill were:—Salicylate of soda (from salli- 
cylic acid), guiaicol (from phenol), methyl 
salicylate (salicylic acid), salol (salicylic 
acid). The protestants expressed the be- 
lief that it was not intended to make a 
radical change for the worst with re- 
spect to coal-tar medicines and flavors, 
such as would be effected unless the rev- 
enue bill should be changed to include 
medicinals and flavors under the same 
arrangements and rates proposed for the 
other coal-tar groups—dyestuffs, photo 
chemicals and explosives. 

The amendments urged 
sertion of the words “medicinals and 
fiavors” after the word “chemicals” in 
group three to include them with finished 
products from classification under that 
group, amd their further insertion in 
groud three to include them with finished 
dyestuffs, chemicals and explosives, 


Remarkable Growth of Imports of 


Indigo in Past Five Months. 


Washington, July 21, 1916. 

During the eleven months ending in 
May the importation of natural and syn- 
thetic indigo imto the United States 
amounted to 6,126,810 pounds, of a value 
of $7,200,288. During the past five months 
the proportionate importations have been 
even larger, for the totals ending in May 
—the last statistics available in the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
—show a total of 2,942,975 pounds, of a 
value of $4,039,000, which is quite unprec- 
edented in the history of indigo importa- 
tions. The largest single month in the 
history of such importations was May 
with a total of 925,126 pounds, thus indi- 
cating a constant increase in the demand, 
owing te the substitution of indigo for 
other dyes, notable ultramarine. 

The imports of indigo—natural and syn- 
thetic—by pounds for the five months of 
1916 were:—

Every manufacturer of 
dyestufts in this country will be invited 
to join the organization, which at first 
will assume the functions of a dyestuffs 
board of trade, but which later may 
branch out into the fields of production 


and marketing in the various world 
fields. 
It is understood that the association 


will have its headquarters at 120 Broad- 
way, where a meeting of those interested 
in the initial movement will be held at 
a date yet to be determined.

Illinois Dropped to Fourth Place. 


As a consequence of this decline in out- 

put filineis goes to fourth place in the 
rank of oil-producing States, third place 
being taken in 1915 by Texas. 
: The abnormal decline in oi] production 
in llimois is due largely to the absence 
in the oil market of any incentive for 
active drilling in proved areas or in wild- 
cat territory until too late in the year to 
affect the statistics of production A 
total of 757 wells were completed in 1915, 
as compared with 1,579 in 1914 and 1,721 
tm 19t. The borings completed in 1915 
comprise 539 oil wells, 19 gas wells. ana 
IM dry holes. 

The combined yield of the oil wells 
completed in Illinois in 1915 for the first 
day of productive life amounted to 14,- 
its barrels, an average of 26 barrels for 
each well. Crawford county led in field 
activ¥jy, but, Lawrence county led in 
quantity of new production, its 128 new 
wells being rated at an average of 49 
barrels each, as against 153 wells rated 
at an average of 12 barrels each in Craw- 
ford county,

The moderate activity in the produc- 
tive areas of Southeastern Illinois re- 
sulted in no important extensions or dis- 
coveries during the year. Early in De- 
cember a completed wildcat well was re- 
ported good for 8 barrels of oil the first 
24 hours. This well, which is 3 miles 
southwest of the Allendale pool, in Wa- 
bash county, turnished an incentive for 
additional drilling in that locality witn 
the hope of developing a new pool, 

In the western part of the State wildcat 
activity in July added a second smail pool 
of oil, 3 miles west of the Hoing pool, to 
the Colmar district, in J.amoine town- 
ship, McDonough county, but failed to 
advance the boundaries of the proved 
area westward into Hancock county, or 
southward into Schuyler county. 

Operations on the “Staunton dome,” in 
Cacoupin county, resulted early in June 
in the opening of a_ prolific gas field 
about 2 miles northwest of Staunton. 
Development work was, however, re- 
tarded by litigation between the gas and 
coal companies, whose interests conflict- 
ed in this locality, and by the absence 
of an existing market for the gas. Ac- 


tivity was slight in the Sandoval pool, 
Marion county, and in the Carlyle pool, 
Clinton county. Unsuccessful but inter- 
esting tests were completed near Hlills- 
boro, Montgomery county; Rushville, 
Schuyler county; Steelville, Randolph 


eounty, and Lima, Adams county.

New Million Dollar Refinery Plant 
for Dutch Shell Combine in 


Louisiana 


New Orleans, La., July 21, 1916. 

According to the Rosenberg-Rowan 
Company, another big oil refinery is to be 
constructed on the east bank of the Mis- 
sissipi above New Orleans, involving an 
expenditure of approximately $1,000,000. 
Contracts have already been closed by 
the New Orleans Refinery Company for 


the erection of six tanks of 37,000 barrels 
capacity each. 


More tanks will be erect- 
ed. The refinery is backed by the Royal 
Dutch Shell Company, of London and 
Amsterdam, which controls extensive oil 
acreage in the Oklahoma, Caddo -and 
Mexican fields. 

The upper part of the Prospect planta- 
tion at Sarpy Station on the Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valley railroad has been se- 
lected as the site. tailroad switch tracks 
and pipe lines will be laid to the river 
front. Four hundred acres of the Pros- 
pect plantation were purchased by the 
Royal Dutch Shell Combine through the 


Rosenberg-Rowan Company. tichard 
Airey, manager of the refinery company, 
sailed for London last week from New 
York, and on his return the work will 
be pushed. 

The plant will handle the export busi- 
ness of the Dutch syndicate, and will ob- 
tain its supply of oil from its line of tank 
ears from Tulsa and Caddo and its ship- 
ments from its Mexican holdings. 

The local authorities have authorized 
the construction of the company’s pipe 
line across the levee and road in front 
of Sarpy plantation at Sellers, above St. 
Rose. 

The new refinery’s property is about two 
miles above the Destrahan plantation,

Mondell Oil-Land Leasing Bill Re- 
ported to House. 


Washington, July 21, 1916. 

A report upon the Mondell bill, author- 
izing the Secretary of the Interior to lease 
for production the oil and gas 
lands of the Shoshone and Wind River 
Indian Reservation in the State of Wyom- 
ing, has been made to the House by the 
Commitee on Indian Affairs with an 
amendment providing for the payment of 
a rovalty for such leases which shall not 
be less than one-tenth of the value of 
the production annually and the payment 
in advance of a rental of not than 
$1 per acre per annum, during the contin- 
uance of the lease. Leases shall be for 
the period of twenty years with the pref-

The oil 
market's improvement is making the ac- 
cumulation of seed imperative and they 
are working to fill that demand, 

In the opinion of flax men here whose 
guesses have been the best, on the aver- 
age in the past, and who are keeping 
posted on conditions this year with their 
accustomed closeness, a rise in price, no 
matter how the crop develops, seems 
certain. Said one:— 

“Tf the crop conditions remain as favor- 
able as they are now, even with the 
known increase in acreage over last year, 
there are bound to be higher prices. If 
the crop conditions do not remain good, 
look out for the sizziliest bunch of fire- 
works in the flax market that you have 
seen in years.”’ 

That about expresses the general be- 
lief. While there is an increase in acre- 
age, a large part of the seed has been 
put in in stubble and a continuation of 
almost perfect conditions will be neces- 
sary to make a showing under such cir- 
cumstances. The crop was put in late, 
for the most part, and that is not favor- 
able, it will be recognized. Almost unprec- 
edentedly perfect conditions must exist 
to bring the crop through without creat- 
ing a strong bull market, but of course 
that is not at all impossible. Not in years 
have conditions at this time of the season 
been so generally and steadily excellent 
as this year, and the weather may con- 
tinue rizht along to establish a record in 
the matter of good conditions.

The 
buying of raw materials, however, 18 
anything but active, and in some In- 
stances an easier tendency is reported, 
The active demand for linseed oil, 
which obtained immediately after the 
first crop estimate on flaxseed was 
issued, has subsided, and crushers re- 
ported generally quiet trading over 
the interval, with prices easier. Soya 
bean oil was offered freely on the 
spot at comparatively low figures. 
There was little change in the posi- 
tion of China wood oil. Turpentine 
was easier, but the rosins were well 
maintained under moderate offerings. 
Corroders appear to be well sold 
ahead and prices for the lead pig- 
ments were steady and closed the week 
nominally unchanged. The weakness 
in pig lead had no influence upon the 
market, There was a firm tone to the 
spelter market, ‘but quotations for zinc 
oxide for forward delivery were Tre- 
peated, Dry colors were irregular, an 
easier tone prevailing on the spot for 
some of the blues, greens and yel- 
lows. Chalk was firm, due to the high 
freights, Varnish gums were inactive, 
but with spot stocks of the higher 
srades scanty, prices ruled steady. A 
review of the linseed oil aud naval 
stores markets will be found on pages 
21 and 23, respectively. On page 12 
there is a complete report on the flax- 
seed situation. A report on aicohol 
will be found under the drug market.

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—tThe official price for 
pig lead held at 6%c. per pound 
throughout the week, notwithstanding 
the fact that outside interests were 
shading this figure from %@*c. per 
pound, The demand was dull and the 
undertone at the close was barely 
steady. East St. Louis quotes the mar- 
ket at 6.20c, per pound, spot and 
nearby shipment, Lead ore at Jop- 
lin is quoted at $73@75 per ton. 


WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—WNew business during the week 
up to normal for this season of the 
year, and, with withdrawals on oid 
contracts fairly large, prices held on 
un even basis. The undertone was 
steady, despite the recent weakness 1n 
pig lead. Owing to the very unsettled 
condition of the market for pig lead 
corroders are not inclined to follow 
that commodity closety in establish- 
ing prices. The minimum quotation 
for dry white lead, basic carbonate, 
was repeated at 8%c. per pound, with 
white lead in oil at 9%c. per pound. 
These quotations obtained for round 
lots only, sma] lots commanding the 
usual premium. 

WIHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—The market for white lead, 
basic sulphate, continues to hold on 
the same level as the basic carbonate, 
namely 8%c. per pound for round lots 
The demand-was fair, showing im- 
provement over last month, Stocks on 
hand are moderate, and the undertone 
is steady in all quarters. 

RED LEAD.—There was a fair de- 
mand for red lead, and the market 
ruled steady throughout the week, 
with prices unchanged. Business so 
far this month has shown improvement 
over June. Dry red lead was quoted 
at 9%c. per pound for round lots. Red 
lead in oil closed with 10%c. as the 
minimum figure for round lots, the 
usual premium obtaining for small 
quantities. 


LITHARGE.—A _ steady undertone 
prevailed throughout the trade, the 
demand being fair and stocks in the 
hands of producers only moderate. 
The inside quotation for round lots was 
reported at 9%c. per pound. On job- 
bing lots quotations ranged from 9%%c. 
to 9%c. per pound, according to quan- 
tity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—There was a 
seasonable demand for orange mineral, 
and prices ruled steady under moder- 
ate offerings.

VARNISH GUMS. 


The demand for varnish gums was 
quiet, buit with stocks of the higher 
grades moderate, the undertone of the 
market was firm. Recent arrivals con- 
sisted chiefly of low grade gums, which 
also tends to strengthen the market for 
the better material. Nominal prices 
for Kauri gum range from 4%c. to $1,20 
per pound, as to grade. Manila nubs 
are quoted at 10@11c. per pound for the 
No. 1. Batavia damar closed at 21@ 
22c, per pound. 


WINDOW GLASS. 

Because of the general cessation of 
all except absolutely necessary building 
operations throughout the East, in con- 
sequence the abnormally high cost of 
materials and labor, the local demand 
for window glass has been reduced to 
meager proportions of late, although a 
modera‘ely active business is still be- 
ing transacted in this article on export 
account. Prices and discounts remain 
unchanged, but trade interest is cen- 
tering upon the approaching annual 
meetings of the National Association 
of Window Glass Manufacturers and 
National Glass Distributors’ Associa- 
tion, which are to be held in Atlantic 
City this week, July 25 to 27, inclusive, 
in the growing belief that a decision 
will be reached at the manufacturers’ 
convention to advance prices by cur- 
tailing discounts materially, after solv- 
ing the wage scale problem satisfac- 
torily to all concerned. Production is 
now greatly contracted, as about the 
only factories which are now operating 
are the automatic machine plants, 
where, as on authority expresses it, 
“iron, instead of human beings, rubs 
up against furnaces.” Recent labor

vir.ually ended. Though the manufac- 
turing branch of the business is thus 
experiencing customary midsummer 
dullness, jobbers report sales and in- 
quiries for shipment abroad about up 
to expectations for this season of the 
year. Jobbers who are short on popu- 
lar sizes and best quality goods, espe- 
cially in single strength glass, are hav- 
ing no little difficulty meeting this 
demand and are fearful of still greater 
trouble before the growing scarcity of 
these sizes is relieved by a general 
resumption of manufacturing opera- 
tions this fall.

Executive Board of International 
Association Completes Plans for 
Convention to Be Held at New 
Haven, February 13-16, 1917— 
Prominent Speakers to Be Heard. 


Sandusky, Ohio, July 21, 1916. 


What is believed to be the most in- 
teresting program ever arranged for a 
convention of the International Associa- 
tion of Master House Painters and Dec- 
orators of the United States and Canada 
was the result of the work done by the 
Executive Board at its regular midsum- 
mer meeting held at the Hotel Breakers, 
Cedar Point, last Monday, in preparing 
for the convention to be held at New 
Haven, February 13, 14, 15 and 16, 1917. 

Secretary McGhan reported that he had 
secured the promise of an address on 
“Cost Accounting” either by Secretary 
Redfield or some one representing the 
Department of Commerce. 

A half day will be given up to inspect- 
ing the Boardman Apprentice Shops, con- 
nected with the New Haven public schools 
and to addresses on industrial education. 

Oo. C. Harn, advertising manager of 
the National Lead Company, will deliver 
an address entitled ‘A Business Talk.’’ 

H. A. Gardner, assistant director of 
the Institute of Industrial Research, 
Washington, D. C., has promised a paper 
on the following timely subject:—The 
paint pigment industry of the world; the 
effect of the war; development of research 
and a brief forecast of future conditions. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Dewar, two 
papers will be invited on the important 
topic of flaxseed and linseed oil; the 
first by Prof. H. A. Bolley, of Fargo, N. 
Dak.. who has done so much to promote 
the development of flaxseed on “The Ex- 
perimental Stations of the Different Agri- 
cultural Departments Relative to Flax 
and Flaxseed and Their Developments.” 
The second by Prof. C. D. Holley, re- 
search chemist of the Acme White Lead 
and Color Works, of Detroit, on ‘“‘Com- 
mercial Linseed Oil.” 

As perhaps three-fourths of the mem- 
bership of the association deal in wall 
paper, it was decided to make one num- 
ber on the program a distinctive wall 
paper subject, to be treated from a broad 
commercial standpoint, and the M. H. 
Birge & Sons Company, of Buffalo, the 
foremost wall paper manufacturers in the 
country from the high class decorative 
standpoint, will be invited to send a rep- 
resentative to discuss the -juestion:—‘‘The 
Merchandising of Wall Paper and the Cor- 
rection of the Evils in the Wall Paper 
Business.”’ 

The local committee reported that the 
Hotel Taft had been selected as_head- 
quarters and that ample accommodations 
could be had at nearby hotels for those 
wishing less expensive rooms. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted 
that all intoxicating liquors be eliminated 
from any function given in connection 
with the convention. This applies equally 
to any entertainment which may be ten- 
dered by manufacturers. 

Mr. Dewar outlined the work that had 
been accomplished on the Kenyon Paint 
Labeling Bill and predicted that if it 
were not adopted at this session it would 
become a law at the second session of 
the present Congress. He said that manu- 
facturers who objected that formula la- 
bels would expose their secrets meant 
that they would expose their infamy.

LINSEED OIL, 

Demand for linseed oil fell away 
during the past week, and towards the 
close crushers described the condition 
of the market as dull with the under- 
tone easier. Early in the week 69c. ap- 


peared to be the inside price for car 
lots, but towards the close 68c. was 
freely quoted, with actual business 
reported at this level. Consumers ap- 
parently took the view that the recent 
sharp rise in prices was not justified 
and they inclined to hold off for a re- 
action, which accounts for the lack of 
demand. The unsettled market for 
seed also was a factor with consumers, 
There was comparatively little buying 
interest in futures and the market was 
a wholly nominal affair. On deliveries 
extending over the remainder of the 
year spot prices were asked, but it was 
intimated in some quarters that better 
might have been done on a firm bid. 
This shows a decided change in the 
character of the market, compared 
with a week ago when, owing to the 
excited market for seed, few crushers 
were willing to consider forward busi- 
ness. The English oil markets were 
quiet, but firmer, reflecting the up- 
ward movement in Argentine and In- 
dian seed. Stocks of oil abroad are 
said to be moderate. Linseed cake is 
in fair demand and prices are holding 
firm, which tends to favor oil buyers. 
Actual price changes in the market for 
cake were unimportant. 

Cash seed at Duluth closed on Fri- 
day at $1.96% per bushel, which is un- 
changed compared with a week ago. 
The market for seed is very sensitive, 
as speculators are following the situa- 
tion closely. The buying by crushers 
was less active than a week ago, as 
business in oil fell away. Weather 
conditions in the American Northwest 
and in Canada were generally favor- 
able and the crop is said to be in good 
condition for this season of the year. 
During the past week some 104,500 
bushels of Argentine seed arrived at 
this port. The Argentine market held 
on a steady basis under fairly active 
buying by Continental operators. The 
high Northern American markets 
strengthened the ideas of Argentine 
holders. Exports from the Argentine 
for the past week amounted to 944,000 
bushels to the Continent. There were 
no shipments to the United States or 
the United Kingdom. Exports from 
India last week totaled 264,000 bushels. 
The final forecast on the 1915-1916 In- 
dian. crop places the area at 3,317,000 
acres, against 3,325,000 acres in 1914-15. 
The yield is estimated at 18,902,000 
bushels, which compares with 15,880,000 
bushels in 1914-15. Reports on the West- 
ern, Canadian and Buenos Aires mar- 
kets, from our own correspondents, 
will be found on page 20.

Linseed Cake and Meal, 


There was a moderate foreign inquiry 
for cake, and prices were firmly main- 
tained. Open market prices vary ac- 
cording to crusher, ranging from $32.50 
to $34.50 per ton. The export values are 
established mainly by the freight rates. 
Advices from Minneapolis state that 
crushers have booked business in cake 
on the basis of $31.70 per ton, f. o. b. 
Minneapolis. The demand for meal was 
quiet, and prices were wholly nominal at 
the close of the week. 


COTTONSEED OIL. 

Attempts to bull the cottonseed oil 
market collapsed during the interval, 
and violent declines have been rec- 
orded in all positions. Selling has 
progressed on an extensive basis, and it 
is believed that investment accounts 
have been pretty well liquidated. De- 
clines in lard, tallow, greases and sevy- 
eral competing vegetable oils have 
tended to check the demand for cotton- 
seed oil, and buying has not been of a 
spirited nature, even on the soft spots. 
The action of the market appears to in- 
dicate the breaking up of the bull cam- 
paign. It is reported that confidence 
has been shaken, and it is doubtful if 
outside investors will again buy in 
a large way until a better idea can be 
ascertained regarding the extent of 
new crop to be made. Consumers have 
played a waiting game and are still 
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showing conservative policy in making 
commitments. Export business has 
eontinued along quiet lines, and com- 
bined purchases from a consuming 
point of view are reported relatively 
small. Crude oil prices have weakened 
under the depression in refined oil, and 
erushers at the close showed more de- 
sire to talk business. Prompt ship- 
ments in the Southeast were quoted at 
60@6ic, a gallon, against 66@67c. on 
the previous Saturday, while October- 
December shipments were quoted at 
ble. a gallon, against 55c. a week ago, 
Reports regarding the cotton crop are 
mixed with some unfavorable news 
from the Southeast. Crushers are not 
inclined to buy seed freely for future 
delivery, on account of difficulty ex- 
perienced in receiving shipments from 
plantations.

SPIRITS OF TURPINTINE.—Prices 
have recorded a sharp decline during 
the interval. The highest price for the 
week was recorded on Monday, when 
small sales were reported at 49%c. a 
gallon. At the close, there were offer- 
ings at 45c. a gallon, a net decline of 
4%c. Savannah was the prime factor 
for the depression. The movement of 
new crop is reported to have been 
sufficiently large to cause selling, and 
buyers could not be attracted except at 
price concessions. Local business has 
not been on an extensive scale. Con- 
sumers show no desire to increase com- 
mitments beyond the limit of actual 
wants and small-lot trading has pre- 
dominated. Turpentine shipments for 
the week at Savannah were 4,103 bar- 
rels. Receipts were 2,376 barrels. 
Stocks were 13,553 barrels, as compared 
with 14,920 barrels last week and 24,- 
932 barrels last year. At Jacksonville 
the price was 4lc. a gallon at the close, 
London stocks on July 1 were 28,795 
barrels, against 22,150 barrels in 1915, 
and 25,466 in 1914, for corresponding 
periods. The following table shows the 
range of prices for spirits of turpentine 
in the local market for each day dur- 
ing the past week.

Over-production of crude oil in the 
mid-continent field, under-production 
with the possibility of dol’ar oil in 
the California fields, a cut of 10 cents 
in price in Caddo heavy, Crichton 
light, Vinton, North Texas, Sour Lake 
and Humble, with a seeond cut of 26 
per cent. in Oklahoma pipe line runs 
by the Prairie Pipe Line Company 
this time to 50 per cent. of produc- 
tion instead of 75 per cent.—such is 
the record of the week in the crude 
petroleum market. 

The action of the Texas Company 
in cutting prices in the Texas-Louis- 
iana fields is said to have been duc 
to the small gasoline content of th: 
oils affected. 

The Prairie Company in its explan- 
ation of its refusal to accept more than 
50 per cent. of each producers’ oil it 
the fields affected is that their tanks 
are filled and that with the new pro- 
duction constantly increasing such ac. 
tion was not to be avoided nor post- 
poned longer. This cut not only indi- 
cates that over-production there is an 
accepted fact, but that sharp reduc- 
tions in the price of Kansas-Oklahoms 
crude will follow unless there should 
be a sharp curtailment of new work. 
The attitude of the Prairie, however, 
will have a tendency to discourage 
wildcatting, and this should have 
more or less effect in keeping prices 
at existing levels, 

That ‘dolar oil” is being reached 
slowly but surely seems to be the trend 
of opinion in California, where the 
recent advance has brought oil to the 
highest point attained since the 190% 
boom days, Lighter grade oils are 
going direct to the refineries, and 
thence into consumption, and it is 
even stated that some of the oil mar- 
keting concerns are still drawing upon 
their tank stocks to meet the demands, 
Under-production in California has 
been steady since the first of the year, 
and stocks have been depleted at least 
4,000,000 barrels in consequence. A 
great deal of the difficulty is directiv 
traceable to the high cost of materials 
essential to new drilling. 

There is no let-up in the produc- 
tion in mid-continent, as will be seen 
by the tabulated statement from our 
correspondent there citing the num- 
ber of large producers brought in since 
the report of last week. 

In the old fields of the Eastern sec- 
tion of the country operators are hav- 
ing “their troubles” and meeting with 
a great many disappointments in their 
search for new producing fields, The 
discovery of a new pool or of a new 
field which promised large produc- 
tion would be highly appreciated just 
at this time when high gasoline con- 
tent oils are in increasing demand, 
and when the price cuts are being 
made in oils of little value as gaso- 
line producers.

Avernge Daily Production at Pres- 
ent. 
The daily average production in the coastal 


fields is estimated at 66,370 barrels, of which 
the Humble field is getting 30,000 barrels 
daily, The most interesting completion of the 
week in the proven territory is that of the 
Pyramid Oil Company, No. 1 Morris, located 
about 1,500 feet south from the famous Steven- 
son lease there. This test shows for probably 
an MM#)-barrel well, One week ago J. B. Cis- 
cero et al. finished a test on the Morris located 
about 300 feet to the east from the Pyramid 
test that started flowing 200 barrels of oil and 
1,500 barrels of water. Later the well sanded 
up and is now being cleaned and will be put 
on air. 

To the west of the Morris the Travis Oil 
Company is drilling a deep test on the Foulkes 
10 acres out of the Ryan survey that is inter- 
esting to operators on account ef its location. 
Further southwest, near Dycrsdale, the Single- 
ton Ranch Oil Company is drilling on the Sin- 
gleton ranch of 300 acres at 2,175 feet. 

The best completion of the week in the deep 
sand section of the Humble field is the Jack 
Rose Oil Company, No. 3 Wandslide, which is 
flowing 900 barrels from 2,900 feet, The South- 
ern Petroleum Company has started an offset 
on the east. 

On the north side of the Batson pool the Gulf 
Production Company got a 7%5-barrel pumper 
in No. 3 King at 2,700 feet and the Phoonix 
Oil Company, No. 1 Milhome, is good for 75 
barrels at 2,450 feet. An even dozen rigs are 
now running in that pool, ten of them to the 
north in the recently developed extension. 

Twenty-seven rigs are running in the Sour 
lake pool driiling new wells or deepening old 
holes. The Gulf Production Company has 
closed with F. Bb. West for his undivided one- 
half interest in the Hardin S80-acre lease, lo- 
cated north of the center of the Texas Com- 
pany’s fee jand. The Gulf Company paid 
$200,000 for the half interest in the lease, on 
which are eight producing wells doing about 
2.000 barrels a day. The Humble Oil Com- 
pany owns the other half interest. The trans- 
action is the largest that has taken place in 
the coastal region in six months and makes a 
price of about $400 a barrel on production in 
that field. 





New Leases in South Texas, 


Some large Northern and Eastern interests 
have taken up large blocks of leases in South 
Texas counties recently. The H. I. Doheny 
Company, of Philadelphia and New York, has 
started drilling a deep test on the Pruitt, about 
three miles northeast of the old Dayton devel- 
opment in Liberty county. The terms of the 
leases call for three 3,000-foot holes, The 
Doheny interests have started a second test 
south of the Markham field and are drilling 
below 1,G70 fees. 

Up in Callahan county, the Cosden Oil and 
Gas Company of Tulsa has picked up 15,000 
acres surrounding the town of Putnam and 
will start four wells at once. The General 
Petroleum Company of California has shipped 
in two heavy rigs to San Angelo for work to 
the west of that town. 

Down in Duval county the Cudahys of Chi- 
cago are drilling two deep wells, one located 
about four miles and the second six miles 


north and west of the old Piedras Pintas pool. 
The Everett Company, of Newark, Ohio, is 
drilling nine miles north of Port O'Connor, 
Calhoun county, below 3,400 feet, with noth- 
ing interesting as yet, Nothing special has as 
yet developed among the fourteen wildcat 
wells drilling in various parts of Brazoria 
county, The depths of these holes range from 
1,000 to 3,198 feet. 

It is remarkable that notwithstanding the 
vast amount of work that has been done in 
South Texas and Louisiana in the search for 
new producing territory none has been devel- 
oped in four years, or since the Edgerly pool 
Was opened in 1912 It is estimated that 
$1,500,000 has been spent in the meantime 
Without results, except at Thrall, Tex., which 
Was merely a, flash. 

The jarger producing companies are now 
devoting their energies to work on inside lo- 
eations in the old fields and trying for another 
pay below the present producing levels. The 
work at Humble, Sour Lake and KLatson is an 
example of this policy, which in the end proves 
more profitable than hunting for new territory.

The Magnolia Petroleum Company has con- 
tracted with the Southern Petroleum Company 
to take the latter's surplus in the Goose Creek 
field at 75 cents a barrel. The Southern Com- 
pany has the only line into the field and is 
getting more oil than it had contracts for. 
Tanks are being erected on Hogg Island, and 
the Magnolia Company will remove the oil dv 
boat in 5,000-barrel cargoes, The Southern 
Company is paying producers 67-4 and 70 cents 
at the wells. 

Working over old holes and installing air 
compressors have brought the daily average 
of the pol up to the present figures from 250 
barrels a day, with fourteen rigs now running 
there, 

The bulk of the output of the Humble fleld 
is being run into the pipe lines at $1 a barrel, 
with $1.15 at Sour Lake, Batson and Sara- 
toga. The agreements in the Vinton and Ed- 
gerly fields are on a basis of $1 per barrel 
until the end of the year, 

Stocks aggregate 8,000,000 barrels, of which 
approximately 4,500,000 ‘are in the Humble 
field. The Texas Company has about 3,000,000 
barrels In steel and earthen storage there, the 
balance being divided between the Gulf Pipe 
Line Company, the Sun Company and Repub- 
lic Production Company. The Texas Company 
has contracted for eight more 55,000-barrel 
tanks to be erected on its recently acquired 
land of the Victor Blanco league. The forty- 
eight tanks of 5%.) barrels capacity each 
of the Republic Production Company, located 
on the outskirts of Houston, are all filled and 
the company has but one rig going on the 
Stevenson until more room is found for its oil 

The outlook for higher contract prices is not 
very optimistic at this time, unless the devel- 
opments in Mexico lead to a suspension of ship- 
ments from those flelds—a contingency that 
is not considered likely, however. , 








Recent Court Cases. 


The San Jacinto Rice Company has made 
application for an injunction against prac- 
tically every company operating in the Humble 
pool, alleging that the waste oil and salt water 
enters the San Jacinto River and renders the 
water unfit for irrigation purposes. Fifty-two 
companies are named in the application. W. 
B. Dunlap, president and general manager of 
the rice company, declares in the complaint 
that the entire rice crop, valued at $550,000, 
is being destroyed and may be a total loss 
as a result of the alleged pollution of the 
stream. The rice is valued at $4 a bag, ac 
cording to the petition. No damages are 
asked 

M. LL. Bates, of Houston, and S. T.. Rates, 
of Ray, Ariz., have filed a suit here against 
the Texas Company, Producers’ Oi] Company, 
H. EF. Brooks, J. R. Sharp and Barry Miller. 
Brooks is president of the Producers’ Oil Com- 
pany, the action against him being individu- 
ally and as trustee. The litigation grows out 
of a transaction involving land in the State 
of Vera Cruz, Mexico. The plaintiffs ask for 
a debt of $2,000,000 and damages amounting 
to $500,000, the total claims being an estimated 
production of the entire land, The plaintiffs 
also ask for an injunction restraining the de- 
fendants from disposing of any more oil pro- 
duced on the land. The claim is made that 
the transfer of the land to the Texas Company 
and Producers’ Oil Company is null and void, 











Eastern Petroleum Review. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., July 21, 1916. 

In the high grade petroleum fields east of 
the Mississippi River, comprising Southern 
New York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Southeastern, Central and Northwestern Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky, for the week 
shows heavy falling off in the number of fin- 
ished wells, production, dry holes and gas 
wells, an all around decline, a thing expected 
for some time, due to the great amount of 
crude petroleum now being put into storage 
by the oil buyers of the country. Were it 
not for the ‘high price of oil well material 
such as casing, drive pipe, line pipe and in fact 
everything that is now used in the drilling 
and finishing of wells, there would be a much 
sreater drilling boom than is now on. The 
high price paid for the crude product at the 
wells do not offset the high values of pipe 
and other material, and the average oil man 
believes that he is just as well off if he does 
not do as much drilling as is usual when oil 
pr ices are away up. The prices of crude oil 
would not be anywhere near as high as it now 
is were it not for the heavy demand for gaso- 
line, and the refiners are having a hard time 
supplying: the demand for the light product, 

There is above ground east of the Rocky 
Mountains, exclusive of the fields of Colorado, 
Wyoming, Montana, Louisiana and the Gulf 
coast fields of Texas, a total of 106,217,244.22 
barrels, this includes the high grade fields, the 
Oklahoma, Kansas and Panhandle fields of 
Pexas. These stocks are about as large as 
they have been at any time in the past, or 
Ww hen the famous Cushing pool was at its zen- 
ith. The Kansas and Shamrock pools are lia- 
ble to hit as high an average production mark 
as did the Cushing field, and if such is the 
case there will certainly be a decline in price. 
Tn_ the Oklahoma-Kansas fields there are 91,- 
115,016 barrels in storage, which includes 10,- 
00,000 barrels held by individuals and com- 
panies and not as yet run by the pipe lines.

Some of the operators in Kansas are al- 
ready giving directions to discontinue drilling 
on their properties, They feel that it is bet 
ter to sell less oil at the present price than to 
sell more oil at a cut price, This is a very 
good theory and will work out if all produc- 
ers discontinue unnecessary drilling at this 
time. In fact, it would be a good thing if 
the producers of the mid-continent field would 
get together and discontinue all drilling for 
thirty days, That would save the market im- 
mediately. 

The Carter Oil Company, a branch of the 
Standard Oi] Company, which has heretofore 
operated exclusively in Oklahoma, has ac- 
quired 2,000 acres of leases in the vicinity 
of the old Grafton postoffice and will begin 
drilling operations at once. 

It is reported that a 50-barrel well has just 
been drilled in Oak Valley, east of Longton, in 
Elk county. About twelve years ago there 
was considerable drilling in this vicinity and 
a refinery was in operation at Longton. It 
was afterward dismantled and added to the 
Kanotex Refinery at Caney. 

A new movement is now on to extricate the 
Kansas Natural Gas Company from its many 
legal difficulties, It is proposed by the stock- 
holders that a new stock issue shall be made 
to pay off all outstanding bonds and give the 
company one and a half-million dollars for 
improvements. This proposition was put up 
to Governor Capper and Attorney yeneral 
Brewster, of Kansas, after a conference of the 
larger stockholders in Pittsburgh, Pa. The 
stockholders propose to raise among themselves 
sufficient funds to pay off all the indebtedness 
of the Kansas Natural This would contem- 
plate additional stock of about $7,000,000 and 
would bring the total capitalization of the 
company up to about $15,000,000, but with no 
bonded indebtedness, It would seem as if the 
officials of Kansas are really desirous of giv- 
ing the Kansas Natural a fair deal, the com- 
pany will be given an opportunity to carry out 
this program. 

The officials of Kansas have some queer no- 
tions with all of their progressive propensities. 
About eleven years ago Kansas pursued a vig- 
orous campaign against oil. The Legislature 
stood up on its hind legs and howled its head 
off. Suits were brought to oust the Standard 
Oil Company and the Santa Fe Railway Com- 
pany A bill was passed to erect the State 
oll refinery. The short and up-shot of the 
whole business was that oil men moved down 
into Oklahoma and left Kansas for eleven long 
years, while Oklahoma came to be known as 
the greatest oil producing State in the United 
States After the expiration of these eleven 
years, many of these same oil men, after de- 
ciding that Kansas had learned her lesson, 
came back across the State line and began 
lrilling gusher wells, wells equally as large 
as any of those found in Oklahoma, proving 
that Kansas bit her nose to spite her face. 
Now the officials, entrusted with the enforce- 
ment of the blue sky law. are pricking up 
their ears and wondering if it isn’t up to them 
to butt into the prosperity of Augusta and 
Eldorado. They have noticed that many com- 
panies have been chartered and organized to 
drill in this new field and these officials are 
going to poke if and find out how the business 
is run. They don't stop to realize that these

Recently 
it will be recalled the Carter Oil Com- 
pany drilled its second test on the Nancy 
iy farm in 8-28-15, which started off 
at 480 barrels a day in the Bartlesville 
sand, The Kansas Natural Gas Company 
has drilled in a well on the Lucille Gil- 
more farm in 9-28-15, which started rff 
at 400 barrels a day. This is about five 
miles east of Wann. It is not likely the 
pool will be very big, unless good wells 
are found In among dry holes, as many 
dry holes have been drilled in this neigh- 
borhood, Just north of the Kansas Nat- 
ural well three dry holes were recently 
drilled. There has been a feeling for the 
past ten years that a pool would be found 
in this vicinity. The Carter Oil Company 
has drilled its No. 6 in 8-28-15, and it 
started off at 115 barrels a day. 

In the Bartlesville district a number of 
wells has heen completed lately, but they 
were of small caliber and mixed in with 
a number of dry holes. There is nothing 
very inviting for drilling in the Bartles- 
ville district at this time. 

Over in the shallow sand territory there 
has been a large bunch of completions 
around Nowata and from Alluwee down 
into the old Chelsea district. Most of the 
wells have been of small caliber. The 
Roxana Petroleum Company has completed 
a 30-barrel well on the Riley farm in 
14-25-14. The Bert Hofficld well on the 
Pearce farm in 4-25-15 is a 30-barrel pro- 
ducer. T. B, Smith and others have a 50- 
barrel well on the Zeigler farm in 28-26-15. 

Just north of Tulsa, in the south end of 
the Cherokee, the Winona Oil Company 
has finished its test in 9-20-12 for a 100- 
barrel producer. Several wells of smaller 
caliber have been brought in in this same 
territory. 


Big Well in the Osage. 


The Osage has come in for special atten- 
tion the past ten days. The Okla Oil 
Company’s gusher in 8-23-8 is one of the 
biggest wells ever drilled in the mid-con- 
tinent field. Just what it will make is not 
known, but that it is good for 10,000 bar- 
rels a day is generally conceded. It may 
make as much as 15,000 barrels. Messrs. 
Kennedy & Springer own a half interest in 
this property. It is interesting to note that 
a few months ago Harry Sinclair sold this 
acreage to the Okla Oil Company with a 
few small wells on it. He did not consider 
it of any particular value. The Okla Oil 
Company at once began drilling big wells 
and has been drilling gusher producers 
ever since. This is the ninth well on the 
property. The sand is found at a little

Federal Trade Commission Urging 
Trade Combinations in For- 
eign Fields. 


Washington, July 21, 1916. 

Chairman Hurley, of the Federal Trade 
Commission, told the members of the 
Committee on the Judiciary of the House 
this week that they must permit Ameri- 
can manufacturers to combine in their 
foreign trade. ‘“‘We all want foreign 
trade, but we can’t get it unless we give 
American manufacturers the same ammu- 
nition as their foreign competiters—the 
right to establish co-operative selling 
agencies similar to the German cartel,” 
said Mr. Hurley. 

Commissioners Hurley and Rublee 
were both before the committee in sup- 
port of the Webb bill amending the Sher- 
man anti-trust law so that agreements 
may be made between manufacturers for 
foreign trade. These agreements would 
be hied with the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion and be open to inspection.

The 
Guayaquil and Quito Railway requires 
about 32,000 tons of coal each year, at an 
average cost of $10 per ton. One-third of 
each train is composed of cars loaded 
with coal for consumption by the locomo- 
tive, and as one ton of oil is equivalent 
to two tons of coal for producing steam, 
it is evident that with the same traction 
power used much more freight can be 
handled. The price of crude petroleum 
at Guayaquil at present is $12 per ton for 
the native product. On account of the

this corporation, its officials have decided 
tu change the locomotives from coal te 
oil burners.

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Statement on Flotation Oils.

Market Situation Regarding Flota- 
tion Oils. 


Uhre udden development of the art of 
flotation has brought about peculiar con- 
ditions in the oil market. A few years 
ago there was considerable expansion im 
the wood-distilling industry throughout 
the South on the hope of selling tur- 
pentine at not less than 530 cents per 
gallon This hope was never realized 
and the industry became demoralized 
wing to excessive production and the 
efforts of some plants to Keep going even 


it a loss. Pine oil, which previously 
has had iittle sale, is a by-product from 
thi industry and has been found one 


of the best of oils for flotation purposes, 
\t the time of the introduction of the 
flotation process into the country a stock 
of pine oil that has accumulated was 


for tle at an attractive figure, 
This supply of pine oil and its deriva- 
tives ‘has been largely exhausted and 


we are having to depend upon current 
production for the present supply. Hence 
the price has soared, and some of the 
pine oil on the market has been adul 
terated Pine oil is also proving to be a 
valuable antiseptic and it is doubtful 
Whether it will ever again be sold cheap- 
ly furthermore, turpentine is now about 
” cents per gallon and the fractiona- 
tion of the wood distillate is being made 
in favor of a high yield of turpentine. 

During 1915 the principal investigation 
in connection with the flotation oils was 
conducted for the purpose of finding a 
ubstitute for pine oil now costly. Most 
of the wood creosotes have proved ac- 
ceptable and are now being sold at lower 
prices than the pine oils How long this 
condition will continue is a matter of con- 
jecture The creosotes have proved to be 
good preservatives of wood, especially of 
railroad ties. However, coal creosotes 
excel wood ereosotes for preserving tim- 
ber, so that flotation will probably cause 
most of the wood creosote to be diverted 
from timber preservation. Further, the 
starting of many large flotation mills 
during the ming year, and the enlarge- 
ment of many that have been operating 
in an experimental way, may create such 
a demand fer wood creosote that the 
eost of this oil may equal that of pine 
oil. 

In view of such a possibility, consider- 
ible work has been done to determine 
Whether coal tar and coal-tar creosote 
could not be successfully used as flota- 
tion oils. In many instances it was pos- 
sible to do so only after adding a small 
amecunt of one of the true wood oils 
There is some difficulty in getting the 
thick heavy coal tar to mix well with 
the pulp, so that it is not the most de- 
sirable medium, and for that reason the 
coal creosotes have met with more favor. 
Consequently, most of the gas plants 
throughout the country have been able 
to contract for their output of creosote 
for some time to come A similar condi- 
tion prevails with regard to most of the 
wood oils. There has been somewhat 
of a rush in the mining industry for con- 
tracts for these products in order that 
proposed mills will be assured of being 
able to operate. When Germany § gets 
into the coal creosote market again there 
will doubtless be lower prices for that 
particular product, 

The petrvleum men have not been 
slow to seek the flotation oil market, but 
their products have not as yet met with 
much success when used alone. It is 
possible to mix small amounts of pine 
oil or creosote with various petroleum 
products such as stove oil and to obtain 
flotation with some degree of 
but the general tendency of petroleum 
products is to tlhoat beth gangue and min- 
eral non-selectively. The petroleum prod- 
ucts that have met with the most suc- 
cess are some of the crude oils, such as 
Texas crude, and especially certain hi 
sulphur crude petroleums, obtainabie in 
Kansas and in California. “Stove oil’ 
has met with some success in the cop- 
per-concentrating mills, as copper min- 
erals do not nave to be concentrated 
to the same degree of purity as do the 
lead and zine minerals. It is probable 
that, for wood oils, the copper mills will 
be able to use cheaper substitutes, such 
's petroleum products, than will the 
mills treating baser metals. 

One other product that has met st 
cess has been the ‘kerosene acid slud 
from certain of the petroleum refineries. 
This material is the resultant of the re- 
moval of certain impurities with sul- 
phurie acid. Not all of the acid sludge 
products have proven suitable, only the 
California sludge being sold at present. 

Just how far all this substitution will 
he successful is not known and there is 
no Way to predict. The test work of the 
coming year should go far towards solvy- 
ing this problem.

Costs of Flotation Olls. 


The costs of flotation oils have varied 
so much, owing to the unsettled market, 
that it is almost impossible to give an 
idea of what they should cost. For a 
rough estimate it is possible to say that 
crude petroleum will cost the same as 
for other purposes. Many of the special- 
ized products such as coal tar listed 
above will cost about 5 cents or less per 
gallon. The coal creosotes and the wood 
creosotes cost 15 to 30 cents per gallon; 
the pine oils 45 to @ cents per gallon, 
and eucalyptus oil will cost $1.50 or more 
per gallon. The effect of the ending of 
the war as regards coal tar and creosote 
in the American market is uncertain, but 
so far as known, wood products will not 
be affected, and petroleum products for 
flotation will almost certainly be little 
uffected. Flotation men do not like to 
have their oil costs go over 5 cents per 
ton of slimes treated, and many costs 
are nearer to 2 cents, or possibly even 


Olls Adapted to Certain Ores. 


There can be no doubt that the higher 
grade pine oils and other wood oils are 
the best adapted to general flotation 
work, but the question of what is com- 
mercially feasible is entirely different. 
Thus, the wood creosotes are meeting 
much favor. Many of the special petro- 
leum products, especially those high in 
sulphur, are adaptable for rough concen- 
tration of copper ores, but the most 
favored materials for such ores at pres- 
ent seem to be the coal-tar products in 
combination with topped crude petroleum, 
oils from which the lighter fractions 
have been removed by distillation. Coal 
tars and creosotes, with a small addition 
of pine oils, are being used a great deal 
In zine work, and the wood creosotes find 
favor in the treatment of galena ores. 
Gold and silver ores seem to require 
much pine oil, although the pine oil can 
be diluted with some of the coal creo- 
sote oils, 

It will be found that there is a con- 
siderable number of oils that will give 
good results on any given ore, if the 
mechanical treatment is adjusted to suit 
each given oil. The selection of the 
proper oil in any ease is purely a mat 
ter of experiment. Local conditions such 
as tramsportation also influence consid- 
erably the choice of oils. 








Consumption of Flotation Oils. 


Followi is a table showing’ the 
amount of flotation oiks being consumed 
every month throughout the United 
States. These figures were collected at 
the beginning’ of 1916 by direct communi- 
cation with the companies. The tonnage 
of ore being treated was also estimated, 
and proposed increases allowed an esti-

nearly 1,000,000 gallons of refined Spanish 
olive oil will be billed to American con- 
signees. Unretined Spanish olive oil is 
mow in demand in other countries, where, 
presumably, it will be refined and blended 
to be disposed of under non-Spanish 
labels. A movement is on foot, however, 
to restrict exports of the crude oil so far 
as practicable, because of the ultimate 
benelit to Spanish olive-oil exporters in 
selling the refined product under their 
own names. 

During 1915 some 326,000 metric tons, of 
2,404.6 pounds each, of olive oil were pro 
duced im Spain, an increase of more than 
118,000 tons over the preceding year. This 
oil is not of uniform grade, being in- 
fluenced by latitude, soil, and climate, but 
in general the olive oil of the Peninsula 
is considered by Spanish experts to excel 
in fragrance, transparency and flavor.

Alcohol-Benzol Mixture as Fuel for 
Automobiles. 


many efforts made by Ger- 
counteract the effects of a 
blockade, reports Consul J. E. Jones, of 
Lyons, France, one of special interest is 
the replacing of gasoline for automobiles 
by a mixture of alcohol and benzol. With 
the cessation of imports of gasoline into 
Germany the supplies of petroleum drawn 
from wells in Galicia proved inadequate 
for the needs of the Central States. For 
this reason the German Government in- 
structed the technical department of the 
transportation service to seek a com- 
bustible that would effectively replace 
gasoline. The outcome of these experi- 
ments was the employment of a mixture 
of alcohol and benzol. A car of the 1914 
touring model, having an ordinary car- 
bureter, was used for experimenting pur- 
poses, with the following results:--

Even if the alcohol be figured at before- 
the-war prices the use of such a mixture 
is an economy. One pint of gasoline costs 
(in France) 8.55 cents, benzol 8.17 cents, 
and aleohol 7.79 cents. 

There remained, however, a_ serious 
drawback in connection with this mixture, 
and that was the difficulty in starting the 
automobile. This was overcome by in- 
stalling on each car a small supplemen- 
tary reservoir containing gasoline, ben- 
zine, or ether, which is drawn upon 
when starting the car, and the alcohol- 
benzol fuel then substituted. 

Germany now makes current use of this 
mixture, which is readily manufactured 
by distilling beets and coal tar, both of 

hich products abound in that country.

A battle royal between leading man- 
ufacturers of bromide preparations and 
new interests in this field has led to 
such price slashing as has never before 
been witnessed in the history of the 
trade and has constituted the principal 
development of the week in the drug 
market, Second only in importance to 
the sharp price cutting in the bromides 
has been further shading of the asking 
figures and outright reductions in 
prices named for chemically pure gly- 
cerine and noteworthw reductions in 
quotations for carbolic acid, napthaline 
of inferior quality, methyl yalicylate, 
benzol, toluol, beta naphthol, antipy- 
rine and a few other coal-tar products. 
The only uplifts of consequence have 
been noted in sodium benzoate. Cal- 
cined magnesia, saccharin, chirette and 
French marjoram, 

The tendency on the part of specula- 
tive operators to convert at least a 
large part of their stocks of foreign 
crude drugs into cash, in consequence 
of the growing belief that shipping 
from Europe will be restored to a more 
nearly normal basis, with the much- 
rumored but wholly unsubstantiated, 
overtures for a termination of hostil- 
ities abroad has been intensified of late 
by the absence of all except a light 
demand for any of these articles. Con- 
cessions and, in some instances, sharp 
reductions in prices have therefore far 
outnumbered the advances. Even in 
the commodities, which were hitherto 
kept moving briskly by extensive for- 
eign takings, there has been a note- 
worthy diminution of purchasing ac- 
tivities recently and domestic consum- 
ers are curtailing their buying to very 
small lots with which to fill for most 
pressing requirements. 

In addition to the lowering of 
prices noted above, there have been 
reductions in prices for quinine salts, 
in second hands; citrate caffeine, beech- 
wood creosote, powdered Chinese can- 
tharides, Haarlem oil, West Indian 
kola nuts, ordinary grades of lupulin, 
synthetic musk, nitrate of silver, quick- 
silver, citric acid, in second hands; bal- 
sam Peru, buckthorn bark, bois de rose 
oil, lead free cassia oil, not free from 
rosin; lemon oil, sweet birch oil, in 
some hands; arnica flowers, Curacao 
aloes in gourds, second quality of Al- 
eppo tragacanth, digitalis leaves, Rus- 
sian henbane, St. Vincent arrowroot, 
bryonia root, elecampane root, peeled 
and cut Russian licorice root, ordinary 
Spanish licorice root in bales, celery 
seed, large German fennel seed, mus- 
tard seed, India poppy seed and Japan 
wax, 

Advances, other than those named 
above, have also been made in prices 
for acetphenetidin, corn syrup, corn 
sugar, silver gelatine, nitrate of silver, 
crude birch tar oil, cedar leaf oil, 
Ceylon cinnamon oil, juniper berry oil, 
natural mustard oil, wormwood oil, 
Hungarian chamomile flowers, star 
anise seed, sabadilla seed, Mombassa 
chillies, Zanzibar cloves and Lampong 
black pepper.

OPIUM. 


As domestic consumers have cur- 
ailed their takings of this basic nar- 
cotic still further of late, while foreign 
users have almost ceased inquiring for 
the gum here, New York importers and 
other local holders have continued easy 
in, their views, and are still offering their 
output at $11.2 25 for Turkey druggists’ 
guality in cases, and at $12.25 for both 
powdered and granular grades. No 
cpium in bond is reported at the port 
of Boston as of July 1, although there 
were 217 pounds, valued at $1,137, in 
bond at that port at the corresponding 
date last year. 

MORPHINE. 


Domestic manufacturers continue to 
hold thier output on a bulk basis of 
$5.50 per ounce for the muriate and sul- 
phate forms, in 25-ounce lots, in one 
delivery, having taken no cognizance to 
date of the declining state of the opium 
market. Domestic consumers are buy- 
ing only sparingly, and European users 
have abandoned this market since learn- 
ing that they can obtain this derivative 
in England at much lower figures, as 
the product there is made from the com- 
paratively cheap East Indian gum, 
which does not reach here. 


CODEINE. 


Domestic consumers are buying only 
enough of this opium derivative to cover 
their most pressing requirements, and 
purchases on export account have 
dwindled to meager proportions. Do- 
mestic manufacturers are still quoting 
their output on a bulk basis of $8.50 per 
ounce for the alkaloid description, in 
ten-ounce lots, in one delivery. 

QUININE. 

Further evidence of inherent strength 
in the situation abroad has been fur- 
nished within the week in reports of 
the results at the latest auction sale 
of cinchona bark in Amsterdam, held 
July 13. At this public sale, in which 
the offerings consisted of 1,343 pack- 
ages, weighing 72,037 kilos, or drug- 
gists’ quality goods, the prices rea- 
lized were 10 to 12 per cent. above 
those received at the previous sale. 
Domestic salts manufacturers have 
continued to quote their output on a 
bulk basis of 75c. in 100-ounce tins, but 
speculative operators and other sec- 
ond hands have offered their meager 
stocks at still] further reductions, at 
which they cannot have failed to sus- 
tain serious losses on their original

ACETPHENETIDIN. — A_ growing 
scarcity of this f#oal-tar medicinal 
product has induced holders to restore 
their asking figures to the levels pre- 
vailing two months ago and these in- 
= are again asking a minimum of 

ANTIPYRINE.—With a noteworthy 
falling off in the demand, the market 
for this coal-tar product has eased 
off materially and offers are now be- 
ing made at $23@24. 

BENZOL.—A _ recent material in- 
crease in the output of this hydrocar- 
bon has caused manufacturers to low- 
er their prices to a basis of 68c. for 
the pure grade in carload lots. As 
there are not enough 90 per cent. goods 
to be offered in carload lots, quota- 
tions on this description of the ar- 
ticle are being made in quantities 
smaller than car lots and the asking 
figure is 75c. in most instances. 

BETA NAPHTHOL.—A weaker tone 
pervades this market and unsublimed 
goods are now being offered at $1.25 
The sublimed description, however, 
continues to be held at $1.50. 

BROMIDES.—A price war, instituted 
by the leading manufacturers of these 
preparations, for the purpose of pre- 
venting one or two small competitors 
who have recently tried to enter the 
field from making the profits which the 
latter had confidently counted upon, 
and thereby drive them out of this 
branch of the chemical industry, has 
combined with lowered costs of bro- 
mine, due to a greatly increased do- 
mestic production, in bringing about 
the most pronounced reduction of 
prices recorded since the wild upward 
movement of last winter. Without any 
notification of their intention to do so, 
these leading manufacturers of the 
bromides announced last Tuesday the 
marking down of their prices for po- 
tassium bromide in granular form, 
which had already been weakened by 
the augmented domestic production 
and cheapened cost of potash salts 
from $3.50 to $1.35 in 100-pound lots 
and also announced their lowering of 
their prices for ammonium bromide in 
granular form from $2.50 to $1 in 50- 
pound lots, as well as the reduction of 
their figures for sodium and stron:ium 
bromides in granular forms from $2.20 
and $2.50 to 80c. each, in 50-pound lots. 
Potassium bromide in granular form 
had previously been offered by second 
hands at $2.90 for the granular de- 
scription, but had commanded as high 
as $5.50 at the close of last winter and 
had sold ‘as low as 37c. prior to and for 
several months after the beginning of 
the European war. Ammonium bro- 
mide, which has been quo ed by do- 
mestic manufacturers at $2.50 and by 
second hands at $2.25 until last week, 
had brought $4.50 last winter, and had 
sold as low as 49c. at the outset of the 
conflict abroad. Similarly, sodium and 
stronticm bromides which have been 
offered by second hands at $1.75 and 
$2.25, respectively, of late, though held 
by domestic manufacturers at $2 and 
$2.50, respectively, had commanded 
$3.50 four and a half months ago and 
had been offered as low as 45c. before 
the beginning of the European war. 
Potassium bromide crystals are so 
searce as to be unobtainable in most 
quarters, but are being offered by a 
few domestic manufacturers at $1.45. 
Heavy unloading by speculative in‘er-

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ests has likewise helped in bringing 
about this latest break in prices of bro- 
mides, which some interests predict 
will continue until before-the-war fig- 
ures once more prevail. 

BROMINE.—In consequence of the 
greatly augmented output of the salt 
producers in the Kanawha Valley, in 
West Virginia, and the growing com- 
petition between these interests and 
the Michigan producers, a weak under- 
tone continues to be noted for this ar- 
ticle. No further outright reductions 
have been made in prices, however, 
technical grades being still quoted at 
$2.50 and the U. S. P. description at 
$2.60. 

CAFFEINE.—Increasing competition 
among all holders and a growing dis- 
position on the part of speculative op- 
erators to unload the greater part of 
their holdings before more definite in- 
timations of impending peace abroad 
are received have combined with the 
absence of more than a light demand 
to lower the prices named for both 
alkaloid and citrated forms. Some of- 
fers of the alkaloid have recently 
been made by second hands at $14.75, 
although leading handlers continue to 
ask a minimum of $15, and speculative 
holders are now offering citrated at $8. 

CANTHARIDES.—Powdered Chinese 
flies are being offered 5c. lower than 
recently, at $1.20@1.25, as the demand 
has waned still further and moderate 
accumulations have resulted. Whole 
Chinese flies continue to be quoted at 
$1@1.05. Russian whole beetles are 
still unobtainable, but the powdered 
grade is still commanding $9@9.50. 

CORN SYRUP.—In recognition of 
the recently advanced cost of cash corn 
and an increasing demand from con- 
sumers, leading manufacturers of this 
commodity have raised their prices 10c. 
further and are now quoting the syrup 
at $2.51 per 100 pounds, for the 42 de- 
grees mixing varity, while asking $2.41 
for the pure food description of the 
sugar. 

CREOSOTE. — Speculative holders, 
who bought their stocks of beechwood 
creosote on the recent sharp uplift of 
prices, which carried quotations to $7 
and even to $8, have recently offered 
several lots at radical concessions and 
are now quoting in a small way as 
low as $4.25, and even $4. 

EPSOM SALT.—Although crude do- 
mestic goods are now being offered as 
low as 2%@3c. in barrels and bags, 
manufacturers of the refined descrip- 
tion continue to ask 24%@3c. for their 
goods in bags and 3@3%4c. in barrels. 

FUSEL OIL.—Although there has 
been no statement of the demand for 
this community, domestic distillers 
have recently made slight concession 
in the prices asked by them for crude 
oil, under keener competitive condi- 
tions, and are now quoting it at $4.37% 
in some instances, while more gener- 
ally continuing to ask $4.50. Refined oil 
has likewise been offered down some- 
what and is now being quoted at $6 
while amyl acetate is being offered at 
$5 in some quarters. 

GLYCERIN.—The offering by an ex- 
plosives manufacturer of the July de- 
liveries on a large contract for the 
dynamite grade. because he had no 
immediate use for the goods has served 
to emphasize the waning of war orders 
and uses of this commodity of late and 
has gone far. toward unsettling the 
entire market. Greatly increased com- 
petition among refiners in the West and 
in the East has brought about a further 
sharp drop in prices named for the 
chemically pure grade of this commod- 
ity. Shortly after the opening of this 
week some Eastern refiners, who had 
been quoting at 45c. a week ago, began 
to offer their output of C. P. on a basis 
of 44c. in drums and 45c. in cans. Later 
Western refiners went the Eastern in- 
terests one better by quoting down to

BEANS. 


VANILLA.—A very strong situation 
has been created of late by the greatly 
increased buying operations of extract 
manufacturers and the extremely bull- 
ish advices received from the produc- 
ing regions for Mexican beans. These 
advices state that, after numerous ne- 
gotiations between the syndicate op- 
erators in the Papantla district and 
one large New York house, the syn- 
dicate interests declined to sell their 
entire lot of 10,000 pounds of 1915-1916 
crop Mexican cuts en bloc to the local 
company even at a figure equivalent 
to $3.75, although they were willing to 
part with about half their holdings .on 
that basis. This attitude on the part 
of the syndicate in Mexico is believed 
to indicate extraordinarily firm views 
on the part of the few remaining hold- 
ings of cuts as well as of whole beans 
in the producing regions of Mexico. 
It is now estimated that stocks of the 
1915-1916 crop of Mexican cuts remain- 
ing unsold in Mexico do not exceed 
5,000 pounds and, in some quarters, it 
figured that the stocks there not 
already contracted for are even smaller 
than this amount, Estimates on the 
1916-1917 crop suggest a very meager 
yield, because of the poor flowering of 
the vines in the coast sections and in 
some of the inland regions, due to the 
devastations of the cyclone and tor- 
nado which swept over the principal 
producing territory in October, 1915. 
These estimates on the 1916-1917 crop 
cal] for not more than 30,000 pounds 
of cuts and not more than 100,000 to 
110,000 pounds of whole beans. It is 
generally figured that this year’s re- 
quirements of the extract makers will 
be fully 100,000 pounds in excess of the 
available supply of Mexican beans, 
even with a part of these needs cov- 
ered with Bourbon beans. Local op- 
erators are united in asking a mini- 
mum of $4.50 for good Mexican whole 
beans, while quoting up to $6 for su- 
perior qualities and, although $4.25 is 
being occasionally named for very or- 
dinary quality goods, the range is still 
$4.50@6, according to brand, for good 
keeping quality Mexican beans. Mex- 
ican cuts continue to be strongly main- 
tained at $3.75@4.25. Much higher 
prices are looked for this fall, as it is 
known that the native Indian planters 
are planning to demand United States 
gold for their uncured beans, which, 
from all present appearances, are not 
likely to reach more than small pro- 
portions numerically, while the demand 
is certain to be very active, as stocks 
of the 1915-1916 crop will then be 
greatly depleted, if not exhausted.

years, in several sections, where the 
vines have become “fatigues” or worn 
out.

$2.75@3.50 for good qualities. 

South Americans are in active de- 
mand, but in only small supply, and 
are being strongly held by the few 
operators who still have any at $3.25@

@4 for superior goods. 

Tahitis are in light supply and very 
strongly maintained by local operators, 
as well as by handlers on the Pacific 
Coast. New York dealers continue to 
ask $1.60@1.64 for green label goods.

BIRCH TAR.—Crude oil is being gen- 
erally held very strongly at a minimum 
of 40c., although occasional offers are 
made at slightly under this figure. Re- 
fined continues to be quoted at 85@90c. 

BOIS DE ROSE. — A diminution of 
buying operations and a consequent 
moderate accumulation of this oil have 
brought about an easier market, and 
local holders are now quoting their 
stocks at $3.50@3.75. 

BERGAMOT.—Latest advices from 
the Sicilian markets tell of a further 
sharp uplift of prices, which has car- 
ried the import cost to $4.65@4.70, and 
offers of nearby arrivals are now being 
quoted from Palermo, Messina, Catania 
and Calabria at figures equivalent to 
these prices. Spot goods are generally 
held at $4@4.25,. according to brand, 
with the outside figure still asked for 
one well-known brand, but some lots

CASSIA.—Lead-free oil, which is not

CEDAR LEAF.—A stronger under- 
tone has developed in the market for 
this oil, in consequence of an active de- 
mand and a growing scarcity of spot 
goods, and local handlers are now ask- 
ing a minimum of 80c. Wood oil con- 
tinues to be quoted at 15@léc. 

CINNAMON.—Heavy Ceylon oil has 
been marked up $2 more by most local 
importers to $20, on an increasing 
scarcity.

WORMWOOD.—A growing scarcity 
of this oil has brought about an uplift 
to a. minimum of $2.50 in most quarters 
of the local market. 


SHELLAC, 


A sensational uplift of prices has oc- 
eurred throughout the shellac market 
in this country as well as in Calcutta 
and London, in consequence of a grow- 
ing shortage of supplies here and the 
desperate efforts which have _ been 
made and are still being made by the 
mative Indian interests and exporters 
to cover their needs requirements on 
contracts with foreign consumers and 
among themselves or to cancel these 
contracts with cash settlements, So 
great are the extremities to which 
these Indian interests have been put 
in attempting to cover their require- 
ments that, in many instances, they 
have been compelled to make as large 
purchases as possible in London and 
New York. Only a nominal quotation 
has been made from Calcutta of late, 
the figure thus named being equivalent 
to 26c. Offers of actual lots have been 
heard from that primary center for 
several weeks, as the shippers are ex- 
tremely doubtful of their ability to 
send out any goods with a reasonable 
expectation of having them reach their 
destination, because of the numerous 
restrictions imposed by the British 
Government, even while making ex- 
emptions from its recently announced 
embargo upon exports, and also be- 
cause of the ever-increasing danger of 
destruction of British ships by the 
enemy on the high seas, 

The upward movement of prices in 
London has carried the asking figure 
for fair free quality T. IN. on spot up 
from 98s. to 105s., according to advices 
received in the trade late in the week, 
which attributed this advance in that 
center to confirmation of the recent 
reports that the new Indian crop has 
been found to be very short more than 
to heavy covering by Calcutta houses. 

New York importers have generally 
raised their prices for T. N. to a mini- 
mum of 27c. in bags and have marked 
up their quotations for all other orange 
grades proportionately, while asking a 
minimum of Yc. for kiln-dried “bone 
dry” bleached goods and 28@29c. for 
fresh-ground “commercial” bleached 
stocks. A few local importers, how- 
ever, including one of the largest in- 
terests here, have advanced their quo- 
tations to figures which indicate a run- 
away market, and are now asking 2 
minimum of 30c. for T. N., while re- 
fusing to book contracts even at that 
abnormally high level. These interests 
are asking 36c. for D. C. and V. 8S. O., 
35c. for Diamond I, 33c. for fine orange 
and 3lc. for second orange, as well as 
27c. for A. C. garnet and 34c. and 26c. 
for button and kala button, respec- 
tively. For the bleached grades these 
local importers are demanding a mini- 
mum of 36c. for “bone dry” and one 
of 29c. for “commercial.” 

An extraordinarily active demand is 
still noted for all bleached as well as for 
all orange grades, and still further ad- 
vances in prices are generally looked 
for, in anticipation of a “squeeze” of 
shorts and a possible exhaustion of 
American stocks within the next few 
months, unless shipments from Calcutta 
are permitted to come forward much 
more liberally within the near future,

Only a light demand is reported for 
fertilizers of any description but, as 
_this is the customary experience at 
this season of the year, the absence 
of active buying operations is not oc- 
casioning any uneasiness. Such pur- 
chasing of materials as is now being 
recorded is chiefly on domestic ac- 
count, foreign takings being reduced 
to very meager proportions. The 
American cotton planters have em- 
ployed a considerably smaller quan- 
tity of fertilizers this year than in 
the previous year, according to statis- 
tics issued by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, the falling 
off in consumption in the cotton States 
being reported by this authority as 
amounting to 7 per cent. The depart- 
mert’s figures show that the quantity 
ot fertilizer sold in the cotton growing 
States for the season of 1916, up to 
June 25, was 2,702,871 tons, as com- 
pared with 2,909,955 tons for the cor- 
responding period of last year. These 
States are reported to have consumed 
3,036,854 tons. during the entire year 
1915, as compared with 4,887,095 tons in 
1914, showing a decrease of 38 per cent. 
for last year. Domestic sulphate of 
ammonia is still being taken in fair- 
sizéd@. lots at stiffening prices, but Eng- 
lish goods are devoid of all except a 
very meager demand from Amer- 
ican and other foreign consumers. 
Some ‘of the leading interests are 
asking 10c. more for both prompt 
and future deliveries, but other 
handlers continue to quote’ the 
goods at previously mentioned figures. 
Nitrate of soda is very quiet and is 
stfll being offered by leading importers 
at $3.10@3.12% for 95 per cent. goods 
om spot and at $3.07% for futures. 
In consequence of the European war's 
disturbance of conditions in the pro- 
ducing region, no efforts have been 
made by the leading producers in 
Chile to reach the hitherto custom- 
mary mid-summer “‘oficinas’’ or agree- 
ments to curtail the output which has 
heretofore operated as a mildly bullish 
factor at this season of the year. 
There has been no improvement in the 
rebults of fishing operations in North- 
ern or Southern waters within the 
week and fish scrap is therefore stif- 
fening steadily, as the production is 
not being augmented, while the de- 
mand continues fair. The animal am- 
moniates continue to be well main- 
tained and, with a growing scarcity 
of labor for shipping and a further 
increase in the demand for blood in 
tankage, prices have been raised 9 to 
18 points by some interests in the 
West. Potash salts are strongly held, 
as business in the lower grade salts 
is being swelled somewhat by the buy- 
ing of fertilizer manufacturers while 
the demand for muriate is becoming 
more active from the chemical trade. 
Acid phosphate is rather quiet and a 
rather easy undertone is still noted 
for this commodity, although stocks 
have not been replenished to any 
marked extent. For reports of the 
Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta ferti- 
lizer nvarkets refer to index on page 7. 
Detailed reports on the separate ar- 
ticles of the local market follow:— 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
A stronger market is noted in the 
West,  im.-consequence of a lack of 
adequate shipping labor, the recent 
curtailment of production and a 
slightly augmented demand, and high 
grade ground tankage has recently 
commanded $2.59 per unit of ammonia, 
basis Chicago, and $2,78 per unit of 
ammonia for 17 blood, basis Chicago. 
These figures while showing slight 
premiums, because made to consumers 
in zones which aré compelled to obtain 
shipments only from Chicago, are 
from 9 to 18 points above those pre- 
viously named on a Chicago basis. 
Somewhat lower figures are said to be 
offered to consumers in southern sec- 
tions of the country by producers in 
the Missouri River district, where the 
shortage -of labor for making ship- 
ménts has not yet assumed such pro- 
portions as are noted in Chicago. 
The quotations made by the Missouri 
River producers to Southern consum- 
ers, when figured on a Chicago basis, 
show asking figures 10 cents less per 
unit of ammonia than those named on 
direct shipments from Chicago. Local 
handlers are asking $2.90 for dried 
blood, 12-13 per cent ammonia, f. o. b. 
New York. Some concessions have re- 
cehtly been made in the West on 
unground steamed bone which, al- 
though rather quiet, is moving occa- 
sidnally at figures slightly under $21 
per ton, Chicago basis, while still 
quoted nominally at that level in that 
center. A moderate demand is noted 
for bone meal on a bulk basis of $23 
per ton, Chicago. Concentrated tank- 
- is moving slowly at $2.25 per unit 
of ammonia, Chicago basis, for the 
sdiler. Only a light demand is noted 


fdr horns and hoofs and an easier 
undertone is consequently developing 


in the West. A moderate volume of 
business is still reported in glue stock 
and a steady market is_ reported. 
Slightly higher prices are being ob- 
tained for junk bones and a fairly 
active demand is reported for all de- 
scriptions of bonemeal. 

FISH SCRAP.—General unsatisfac- 
tory conditions continue to characterize 
fishing operations in the Northern and 
Southern waters, Because of the pres- 
ence of sharks in Northern waters, 
through an unusual insweep of the 
gulf stream or for some other reason 
which cannot be determined, there has 
been no improvement in the results in 
the North and, although weather con- 
ditions continue favorable in the 
South, except for two small storms, 
the returns there have been far from 
reaching expectations, with the result 
that the production of scrap to date is 
relatively light. Buyers continue to 
withhold their orders in the hope of 
more liberal offers and lower prices 
later and business is restricted by the 
scarcity of offers. Quotations have 
been advanced 10 to 15 cents and are 
now on a basis of $2.95@3 and 10 
f. 0. b. Southern works, but some sell- 
ers are still declining to book orders 
even at these figures. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The demand 
for this article has dwindled to very 
small proportions and, as fairly liberal 
offers continue to be made, futures are 
still being quoted at $3.07% per 100 
pounds for 95 per cent. goods while on 
spot a quotation of $3.10@3.12% is being 
made. Stocks are reported heavy and 
tonnage scarce. Additional shipments 
are noted in sailing vessels, to which 
shippers have recently been compelled 
to resort because of the more favor- 
able terms which are available in such 
shipments, 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—A 
quiet market ig still reported in Eng- 
lish sulphate. Latest advices state 
that this country is not buying and 
that shipments to Japan have also 
fallen off heavily: It is still possible 
to obtain licenses for shipments with 
comparative ease, but, ag the tonnage 
is still scarce, it is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to ship. American buy- 
ers, however, are being restricted in 
their purchases chiefly by the high 
prices still asked by the English hold- 
ers. Business in domestic sulphate is 
of only moderate proportions, but some 
handlers are asking 10 cents more than 
heretofore and, while some offers con- 
tinue to be made at $3,40, these holders 
are asking $3.50 per 100 pounds for 
prompt shipment. Similarly, though 
futures are also still quoted at $3.40 
Kf some operators, others are asking 

.55, 

PHOSPHATES. 

ACID PHOSPATE.—With a further 
falling off in the demand from outside 
sources, a still easier undertone has 
been created in the market for acid 
phosphate, but $1i continues to be 
quoted for 16 per cent. As stocks are 
still comparatively light and there is 
little prospect for replenishment, a 
majority of sellers are disinclined to 
make outright reductions of prices for 
either prompt or nearby shipments. 
Offers are being made more freely, 
however, and prices are not being 
maintained ag firmly as recently. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Only a rou- 
tine business is noted in phosphate 
rock, as the demand from domestic 
consumers is of only moderate propor- 
tions and export inquiry is also con- 
tracted. Prices remain unchanged, as 
follows:—Florida land pebble, $1.75@ 
.25, f. 0. b. Port Tampa; South Caro- 
lina kiln dried, $3.50@3.75, f. o. b. Ash- 
ley River; Florida high grade rock, 77 


per cent., $5@6.25, f. o. b. Florida 
ports; Tennessee rock, 70 to 80 per 


cent., $6@6.50, f. o. b. Mount Pleasant; 
75 per cent. granulated, $4@5, and 68 
to 72 per cent, $4.25@4.50. 


POTASH SALTS. 


Fertilizer manufacturers continue to 
inquire more extensively for the lower 
grades of the salts, but little busi- 
ness is resulting and prices remain 
on an almost nominal basis. Muriate 
of potash continues to be firmly main- 
tained, with a steadily improving in- 
quiry from some chemical manufactur- 
ers, and is generally quoted at $300@ 
310 per ton. 





CHICAGO, 
Chicago, July 19, 1916. 
The National Fertilizer Convention at Hot 
Springs, Va., last weck, besides carrying 


along the usual good fellowship, also served 
the purpose for which many attended it, 
namely, to find out the tonnage of com- 
mercial fertilizers that is still on the floors 
unsold from last season. The consensus of 
reports was that there is a considerable 
tonnage, in fact too much for real com- 
fort. This business is peeuliar in that it is 
possible to clean up season after season 
withcut cutting corners very closely, 

The above, therefore, indicates that buy- 
ing for 1916-1917 season will be along con- 
servative lines on tankage and blood and 
no sudden upturn may be anticipated and 
certainly nothing to compare with last 
fall.

There are 
others, however, who incline to the theory that 
sharks have much to do with the scarcity of 
menhaden, Those who adhere to this idea say 
Sharks are infesting northern waters in ex- 
traordinary number and are driving the men- 
haden away. In contradiction of this theory 
it is urged that sharks are always present to 
Some extent, although they do not usually 
come above Hatteras in any number. But 
whatever the cause, the fact remains that men- 
haden have become scarce and that the fish- 
ing fleet hag made very small additions to 
volume of scvap in the last week, Reports as 
to the range of prices vary somewhat, On the

one hand, it is said that sales of scrap have 
been made ‘at $3.10 and 10 Baltimore, which 
is about $3 flat at the factory.

TANKAGE.—The Western producers of tank- 
age have not deemed the situation during the 
last week such as to mark down their figures, 
and this animal ammoniate is still being quot- 
ed at $3.05 and 10, c. a. f, basis Baltimore, on 
high-grade ground 11 and 15 stocks, a price 
which the buyers regard as too high, They 
are consequently disposed to hold off, confin- 
ing themselves to the acquisition of such lots 
as can be picked up from the smaller produc- 
ers nearby. These stocks, as has been re- 
peatedly explained, fall far short of meeting 
the requirements of the trade, and must. be 
extensively supplemented with the Western 
materials, But the needs of the manufactur 
ers of mixtures, here are not yet so urgent as 
to cause them to place extensive orders on the 
higher basis, so that the Western figures are 
in a sense mainly nominal The Western 
sellers. however, seem to entertain the view 
that the market will work up to their ideas, 
and they are not holding out concessions of 
consequence just now. What they will do 
fater on depends g¢hiefly upon the necessities 
of the buyers and the freedom with which 
animal ammoniates will be offered, 

BLOOD.—No changes are to be noted in the 


general situation with regard to ground blood, 


The South has so far shown no pronounced 
disposition to take up stocks in any volume, 
the ruling quotatiens holding out no particular 


incentive to do this. The general situation 
is too much beset with uncertainties to prompt 
a departure on the part of the buyers from con- 
servatism, and it is to be said that the 
Southern consumers are hardly in such a finan- 
cial position as would encourage them to antici- 


pate actual wants. The quotations are fairly 
firm at $3.02%, c. a. f. basis jaltimore, and 
the sellers seem disposed to let the market 


work up to this price, 
ACID PHOSPHATE.—The easier feeling with 
respect to acid phosphate prices continues, but 


it does not appear that the available stocks 
have attained proportions that promise any 
thing like free offerings So far it remains 
very doubtful if the manufacturers will have 


sufficient supplies when the active season opens 
to take care of the wants of the manufacturers 
of mixtures without difficulty, even though the 


inquiry at this time is far from active, Pro- 
spective buyers are interested in trade devel- 
opments, but they are not calling for stocks 
in any considerable yolume now. The current 
quotations remain at $10.50 for 14 per cent., 
and $11 for 16 per cent. acid. 


NITRATE OF SODA.—It does not often hap- 
pen that two cargoes of nitrate of soda arrive 


at this port in any one week, yet this is pre- 
cisely what did occur during the lase seven 
days, both cargoes, about 11,000 tons in the 
aggregate, being for general distribution In 
spite of this liberal addition to the supplies 
however, there was no easing off in the mar- 
ket, and the price held very firm at $3.0712 
for spot and futures al the rest of the pres- 
ent year. Nitrate seems to be under no mate- 
rial pressure, and while the general movement 
does not exceed moderate propertions, appar- 
ently, the holders of stocks appear to have 
confidence in the future. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Such changes 


as may have taken place in the situation with 
respect to sulphate of ammonia are without mo- 
ment No further additions to the available 
supplies by way of imports were made last 
week, and for the present the inquiry is rather 
indifferent. Of course, only the domestic 
stocks attract attention, imported goods being 
too high in price to interest the manufacturers 
of mixtures The market is fairly steady 
around $3.40 to May of next year. 
POTASH.—There are no developments of in- 
terest to fertilizer men in the potash situa- 
tion Despite reports of additions to the avaijl-

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A firmer feeling has characterized 
the securities market during the past 
week. There was a suspension of heavy 
liquidating sales and shorts appeared 
more anxious to cover. Continued re- 
ports of large foreign orders placed 
with industrial concerns had a stimu- 
lating effect and the strength was re- 
flected more or less through the en- 
tire industrial list. Under these con- 


ditions, the “war issues’ have at- 
tracted interest. Months ago these 
shares began to decline on the 
strength of reports that little addi- 


tional ‘‘war business’’ would be forth- 
coming, and the railway shares secur- 
ed the favor of speculators, as the 
prospective beneficiaries of peace. Since 
that time, however, the offensive 
movement of the Allied armies has 
been launched, with its tremendous ex- 
penditure of ammunition, and the end 
of the war, which many thought they 
discerned long ago, has not yet loomed 
in sight. Reports from the steel trade 
have told of heavy buying by Europe, 
not only of railway material and raw 
steel, but of heavy shells. Moreover, 
the belief that Great Britain will con- 
tinue to buy here, as long as financial 
arrangements can be made, has the 
support of well-informed opinion in 
financial London, 

Money rates are showing a harden- 
ing tendency and bankers are giving 
more discrimination to the character 
of collateral offered. 

{t is reported that the Producers Oil 
Company has declared a 200 per cent, 
dividend, amounting to $6,000,000. With 
this payment, all of which goes to the 
Texas Company, the latter will show 
for the year ended June 30 net of be- 
tween $11,000,000 and $14,000,000, or 30 
per cent. to 40 per cent. on the $37,000,- 
000 outstanding stock. 

The Sapulpa Refining Company has 
declared a regular monthly dividend of 
2 per cent., an increase of % of 1 per 
cent. The dividend is payable August 
1 to stock of record July 20. 

On Thursday a report was circulated 
to the effect that two new war orders 
had been practically closed. Distillers’ 
Securities, Industrial Alcohol and Mid- 
vale Steel were the issues, gains ex- 
tending from a fraction over a point 
to more than 2 points in them. Con- 
sidered against the background of last 
year’s bulges on rumors of war orders, 
these gains looked small, but they 
were encouraging to the speculative 
element, nevertheless. The contract for 
alcohol shared by the Distillers and 
Industrial Alcohol companies was said 
to be the largest ever placed in this 
country.

The National Formulary, Fourth 
Edition (Third Revision). 


The fourth edition of the National 
Forniulary, which is prepared by author- 
ity of the American Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation, by a special committee of that 
organization, and which is official from 
September 1, 1916, has been received in 
press sheet form. Soon after the publi- 
cation of the third edition of the Formu- 
lary in 1906 the passage of the Federal 
Food and Drugs Act made it a legal 
standard and placed it on a parity with 
the United States Pharmacopeeia in legal 
standing. The new volume just at hand 
has been prepared by a committee elect- 
ed in 1908 with its position as a legal 
standard always in view. 

The scope of the present National For- 
mulary is the same as previous issues 
and is based upon medical usage. The 
metric system is solely used except for 


doses, where the two systems are em- 
ployed as separate systems, and not as 
eyuivalents. Following the U. S. P. the 


term milliter and the abbreviation ‘mil’ 
are used throughout in place of cubic 
centimeter. 

Following the example of the U. S. P. 
IX, abbreviations of the titles have been 
introduced as an aid to prescription writ- 
ing and concise labeling. A chapter on 
sterilization has been added for the bene- 
fit of those not especially trained in bac- 
tericlogical practice. 

In this revision of the Formulary 21 
formnulas have been added and 183 have 
been dropped, making a total of 601 ar- 
ticles in part one, of which 12 are de- 
scriptive articles and 589 formulas. Part 
two contains 188 articles, all of which 
are lew to the Formulary. 

Typographically this mew volume of 3% 
pages is particularly clear and readable.

The purchase of 
the buckram binding is recommended, as 
it is much more durable and more suit- 
able for a book given such constant use.

The disposition of the cargo of dyes 
which came in on the German subma- 
rine, the Deutsch!and, was the most im- 
portant topic of discussion in the trade 
during the past week. Inquiry for these 
goods was active, but details have been 
carefully guarded, and it is not known 
just what colors and dyes w2re included 
in the cargo. Another factor is the pos- 
sibility of further shipments from Ger- 
many, as is shown by the report that 
another submarine, the Bremen, is now 
on the way, and is expected to land any 


time. Some difference of opinion is 
heard regarding the amount of dyes 
brought in on the Deutschland, but our 
report of last week, in which it was 
stated that the amount was 280 tons, 
seems to be correct. A report was re- 
ceived this week stating that inquiry for 
natural dyestuffs produced in this coun- 
try has increased, and that steps are be- 
ing taken to develop such sources. Some 
time ago it was stated that the use of 
osage orange as a dyestuff was greatly 
stimulated, but later advices say that 
the outlook is not very bright, as other 
materials are given the preference. The 
materials market for the week shows 
some changes in favor of buyers. Prus- 
siates have been working toward lower 
levels, and an easy tone is still noted in 
the market for bichromate of soda. 
Logwood chips have been offered freely 
at lower prices, and it is noted that 
shipments of logwood to this country 
are large. An advance in prices was 
made in the case of corn starch and dex- 
trines. Aniline oil and salts are holding 
fairly steady, but there is a range in 
quotations according to seller, and some 
reports say that this range largely de- 
pends on quality. The market for Chi- 
nese egg albumen is firm, with high 
shipping rates affecting the quotations 
f. o. b. domestic points. Detailed re- 
ports on materials in the local market 
follow:— 

ALBUMEN.—Sellers report a strong 
market for blood albumen with stocks 
comparatively light. Domestic grades 
are offered around 30c. per pound, but 
foreign is quoted at 34 to 38c. per 
pound. Good demand is reported for 
high grades of imported with the 
leather trade as the most active buyer. 
Egg albumen is firm at primary points 
and as ocean freights are holding at 
high levels, quotations in the local 
market are correspondingingly high 
and sellers were asking 74@78c. per 
pound during the week. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—Spot 
offerings of aniline oil were on the 
market during the interval at 40c. per 
pound, but this is not a general figure 
as some sellers are holding 45c, as their 
inside price and in some cases 55c, has 
been quoted. Aniline salts are offered 
in some quarters at 55c. per pouhd, 
with other sellers quoting 60c. Both 
these materials therefore depend in 
price upon the seller. 

BICHROMATES. — Bichromate of 
soda as far as spot trading is con- 
cerned is largely a matter of second 
hands. Prices were reported as easy 
and some dealers were openly quoting 
24c. per pound, and even this figure 
was said to be easy and might be 
shaded on firm bids. Other dealers 
are quoting at different levels between 
24c, and 32c. per pound. First hands 
are quoting all the way from 30c,. to 
50c. per pound., although no sales are 
reported at the latter figure. The con- 
tract price for round lots on equal 
monthly deliveries over all of 1917 is 
given at 25@30c. per pound. This 
shows that some offers of spot mate- 
rial have been made under the con- 
tract price, and in some quarters this 
is taken to mean that ultimately the 
spot market must advance, otherwise 
there will be no advantage for custom- 
ers to cover ahead. Bichromate of pot- 
ash likewise is variable in price with 
some sellers quoting 38c. per pound, 
and others asking 50c. per pound. It 
is evident, therefore, that there is no 
flat quotation for either bichromate of 
soda or bichromate of potash in the 
spot market and consumers can buy 
to advantage by shopping around. 

CUTCH.—Market for prices for cutch 
depend upon quantity and grade with 
quotations at 9 to 18c. per pound. De- 
mand for this material is holding up 
well and while the market has not 
been especially active during the week 
total consumption is larger than 
normal and a ready market is found 
for practically all the material which 
reaches this country. 

GAMBIER. — Some _ comparatively 
small lots of gambier were imported 
during the week but recent arrivals 
have not been large and priees are 
holding rather firm with offerings 
limited. The inside quotation for spot 
material is given at 12%c. per pound. 
On shipments this figure might be 





shaded and quotations have been made 
a full cent per pound under the spot 
price. Demand for gambier is good 
with different trades in the market. 

COCHINEAL.—Some sellers were of- 
fering freely during the period and 
prices were a little easier than have 
prevailed recently. Stocks are report- 
ed to have shown an increase and as 
demand is not active, competition 
among sellers was more keen. South 
American grades were quoted at 66@ 
70c. per pound and the higher grades 
range from 75@85c. per pound. 

LOGWOOD.—The_ feature of the 
market for logwood is the fact that 
arrivals at the local port continue to 
be heavy and that stocks in store here 
are piling up. Some reports say that 
these stocks are in firm hands, but 
other reports say that offerings are 
becoming heavy and that selling pres- 
sure has weakened prices, Market 
values show a difference according to 
grade, but in all cases quotations are 
considerably under what they were a 
few months ago. The quotation is 
given at $40@60 per ton. Logwood 
chips have gone down in price and 
stocks were available this week at 5c. 
per pound. Logwood extract is hard 
to quote on a definite basis as different 
prices are named in different quarters. 
On 51-degree extract the lowest price 
was 30c. per pound, but some sellers are 
asking 45c. per pound, and there are 
sellers all the way between these 
limits). Hemitine crystals are offered 
at 80@85c. per pound, and hemitine 
paste at 40@50c. per pound, 

PRUSSIATES.—Holderg of red prus- 
siate of potash are said to have only 
limited amounts and prices quoted are 
not firm, as usually they are made 
subject to previous sale, and with the 
removal of certain lots from the mar- 
ket the tendency of prices has been 
upwards. Some offers were made re- 
cently at $2.75 per pound. In other 
quarters quotations were given at $3@ 
3.25 per pound. and on this account 
prices are unsettled and vary, accord- 
ing to transactions. Yellow prussiate 
of potash is said to be easy in tone, 
but the inside price is held at 9c. 
per pound and ranges up to $1.25 per 
pound. Prussiate of soda shows a net 
decling for the period and was freely 
offered at 7ic. per pound with some 
sellers reported to be willing to do 72c. 
per pound. 

STARCH.—The market for all grades 
of corn starch was featured by two 
separate advances in prices during the 
interval. Early in the week the quo- 
tation was advanced 10 points, and 
later on an additional advance of 5 
points was made, thus making a net 
advance of 15 points for the week, High 
producing costs are said to be re- 
sponsible for the increase in prices. 
Demand is good with foreign buying 
still a factor in the market. The re- 
vised list of quotations is as follows:— 
Pearl starch, $2.50 in bags, $2.57 in bar- 
rels; powdered starch, $2.45 in bags, 
$2.61 in barrels; special warp sizing 
starch, $2.60 in bags; finishing starch, 
$2.90 in bags; crystal T. B. starch No. 
90 fluidity, $3.20 in bags, $3.31 in bar- 
rels. The above quotations are per 100 
pounds for car lots, freight prepaid to 
New York city. Smaller amounts are 
higher accordingly. 

TURMERIC.—The local market for 
turmeric has been steady during the 
week. Spot supplies are not large and 
this serves to maintain prices, but as 
the primary market is also firm and 
transportation rates high quotations on 
shipments are comparatively high. 
Some sellers are offering round lots for 
shipment, and in this respect the mar- 
ket is reported to have improved re- 
cently as the prospects are brighter 
for securing larger amounts of this 
material. Prices are quoted from 8c. ; 
to 8%c. per pound for Chinese 8%@9c. ° 
for Madras and 94@9%éc. for Aleppo. 

ZINC DUST.—Some sellers report an 
improved demand for zinc dust during 
the week, but spot offerings appear 
to have been reduced and certain sell- , 
ers who were prominent a short time 
ago are not quoting at present as they 
have no material on hand. Prices show 
very little range and dealers. were of- 
fering this week on a basis of 27@30c. 
per pound.

Germany Allows Holland More 
Dyestuffs. 


The Dutch minister at Berlin has re- 
cently arranged with the German Gov- 
ernment to supply a greater amount of 
dyestuffs for the Dutch industries. Dur- 
ing the past year Germany has permitted 
the export of dyestuffs for consumption 
in the Netherlands only to the extent of 
75 per cent. of the normal consumption 
of each factory in the year 1913. The pres- 
ent ,arrangements allow 120 per cent. 
which is not more than is strictly neces- 
sary for the existing textile industries, 
especially im view of the large demand for 
army uniforms.
